WHAT  IS  IANS? 


ROTC  AT  PNC 


What  is  IANS?  It  is  the  Indiana  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Nursing  Students,  a  pre-profess i onal 
organization  of  nursing  students  in  twenty- 
nine  schools  of  nursing  in  the  state  of 
Indiana.  The  state  is  divided  into  nine  dis¬ 
tricts;  the  elected  representatives  from 
these  districts  vote  for  state  officers  at 
the  annual  convention  held  in  February. 

The  purpose  of  IANS  is  to  aid  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  growth  of  the  individual  stu¬ 
dent  by  fostering  good  citizenship.  It  helps 
to  prepare  her  or  him  for  membership  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  parent  organizations,  the 
Indiana  State  Nurses  Association  and  the 
Indiana  League  for  Nursing. 

There  are  four  levels  of  Student  Nurses 
Associations.  In  our  local  group  we  have 
21  members  at  present.  Perhaps  this  arti¬ 
cle  will  encourage  others  to  join.  Four 
schools  of  nursing  comprise  the  North  Dis¬ 
trict:  one  four  year  college  program, 

Goshen  College;  two  three  year  diploma  schcds, 
Memorial  School  of  Nursing  and  Holy  Cross, 
both  of  South  B^nd;  one  two  year  Associate 
Degree  School ,  Purdue  North  Central .  As 
mentioned  above,  there  are  nine  such  dis¬ 
tricts  in  the  state  organization.  The 
state  theme  for  this  year  is  "Start  Now." 

The  National  Student  Nurses  Association  is 
made  up  of  members  from  the  50  states  plus 
the  territories  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Vir¬ 
gin  Islands.  Payment  of  dues  ensures  mem¬ 
bership  in  all  four  associations. 

Local  students  active  in  the  district 
level  are  Barbara  Campbell,  Program  Com¬ 
mittee,  Joyce  Carpenter,  Finance  Committee, 
and  Wilbur  Stephens,  Bylaws  Committee.  He 
is  also  our  local  Corresponding  Secretary. 
Terri  Shawley  is  serving  On  the  State  Re¬ 
cruitment  Committee.  She  will  go  with  an 
R.N.  to  career  nights  at  local  high  schools 
to  tell  about  nursing.  The  State  Convention 
will  be  February  .  North  District  will  be 
allowed  to  have  10  elected  voting  delegates; 
however,  any  nursing  student  can  attend. 


The  Purdue-Lafayette  campus  has  now  ma 
available  to  transfer  students  a  two  yean 
ROTC  program  in  which  transferring  studen 
can  receive  their  officer's  commission  in 
all  three  services.

The  Air  Force  test  dead  1  i it 
was  December  2,  but  this  information  was 
not  released  in  time  for  compliance. 

Students  selected  for  this  two-year  Ad: 
vanced  Course  must  complete  six  weeks  of 
basic  training  for  which  they  receive  $22: 
plus  travel.  Upon  entering  classes  in  t hr 
fall,  students  receive  $50  a  month  up  to 
20  months  while  working  for  his  BA  or  BS. 

To  qualify  the  student,  upon  entering, 
he  must  pass  an  aptitude  test  of  reading 
comprehension  and  mathematics,  a  physical' 
examination,  and  a  personal  interview  by  j 
a  board  of  officers.

MR.  STEVE  RADOS 

Mr.  Steve  Rados  was  born  in  Nis,  Yugosla¬ 
via,  where  he  received  his  primary  and  sec¬ 
ondary  education.  World  War  11  was  the 
first  major  turning  point  in  his  life.  Mr. 
Rados  volunteered  in  the  Yugoslavian  Army 
to  help  defend  his  country  against  the  Ger¬ 
man  invaders.  When  Yugoslavia  collapsed 
before  the  overpowering  enemy  assault,  he 
was  captured  and,  consequently,  spent  four 
years  in  Germany  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  Mr. 
Rados  counts  April  25,  1945,  as  one  of  the 
happiest  days  of  his  life.  On  that  memora¬ 
ble  day  he  was  freed  from  German  captivity 
by  the  U.S.  Seventh  Army, 

After  his  release,  Mr.  Rados  chose  not 
to  return  to  his  native  Yugoslavia  because 
of  the  Communist  regime  there,  but  to  seek 
entry  into  the  United  States,  While  wait¬ 
ing  for  the  necessary  clearance,  he  began 
to  pick  up  the  threads  of  his  interrupted 
education,  studying  electro-mechanical  en¬ 
gineering  at  the  Techishe  Hoshschule  at 
Muich,  Germany,  He  entered  the  United 
States  in  December,  1 9^+9  He  worked  for 
a  time  at  the  steel  mills  while  learning 
English,  then  began  his  studies  at  Purdue 
University.  He  received  his  Bachelor's 
Degree  in  Electrical  Engineering  in  1955; 
and  after  a  period  of  employment  with 
International  Harvester  Company,  Motorola, 
and  General  Electric,  he  returned  to  school 
for  further  graduate  study  in  electrical 
engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology.  (Master's  degree,  1962,  and  cur¬ 
rently  working  toward  PhD  degree) 

Mr,  Rados  spent  three  and  a  half  years 
in  Southeast  College  in  the  Technology  De¬ 
partment  as  an  instructor.  He  came  to 
Purdue  s  Electrical  Engineering  Technology 
program  to  teach  and  operate  new  equipment. 

Mr,  Rados  is  married  (his  wife  is  a 
graduate  pharmacist)  and  is  the  father  of 
a  year  old  boy.  Photography  and  sports 
rate  highly  among  his  interests.

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ROCK  VISITS  PNC 

On  October  2,  Lt .  Governor 
Robert  L.  Rock,  Democratic  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor,  visited  PNC  to 
campaign.  Dave  Bannwart ,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Young  Democrats  Club 
introduced  him. 

Rock,  if  elected  governor,  pro¬ 
poses  to  reorganise  the  executive 
level  of  state  government  by 
making  the  governor  and  Lt .  Gover¬ 
nor  a  team  on  the  election  ballot, 
by  allowing  the  governor  to  be  re¬ 
elected,  by  making  all  two  year 
elective  offices  four  year  terms, 
and  by  changing  the  office  of 
judge  to  an  appointed  office 
rather  than  an  elected  office.  He 
also  advocates  the  revision  of  the 
Indiana  constitution  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  roads. 

During  his  term  of  office,  Lt . 
Governor  Rock  said  he  helped 
Indiana  become  one  of  the  leading 
states  in  industry  and  tourism. 
He  introduced  two  bills  to  provide 
a  fund  for  cities  to  borrow  money 
for  industrial  improvement;  he  ex¬ 
posed  Hoosier  businessmen  to  Euro¬ 
pean  trade,  moving  them  from  12th 
to  9t'n  in  industrial  export  and  to 
6th  in  agricultural  export;  and  he 
helped  increase  the  tourist  dollar 
to  $21  million  a  year. 

A  question  and  answer  period 
followed  his  speech.  His  aids 
passed  out  the  packets  of  tourist 
information  used  by  Indiana.

The  management  of  Midwest  Steel 
in  an  attempt  to  improve  their 
management  skills,  has  initiated  a 
Management  Development  Conference 
in  cooperation  with  the  Purdue 
North  Central  Campus .  From  Sept . 
16  to  Nov.  22,  the  foreman,  gen¬ 
eral  foremen,  and  assistant  super¬ 
intendents  are  involved  in  this 
up-to-date  and  intensive  approach 
to  the  improvement  of  management 
skills. 

Over  a  ten  week  period  approx¬ 
imately  two  hundred  men  will  part¬ 
icipate  in  week  long  conference 
sessions.  The  men  are  staying  at 
the  Holiday  Inn  during  this  week- 
long  training  period. 

Dean  Schwarz,  Dean  Blackwell, 


and  Mr.  Bobillo  are  the  instruc¬ 
tors  for  the  first  two  days  of  a 
training.  Dean  Schwarz  commences 
the  program  with  a  discussion  of 
conference  dynamics ,  Dean  Black- 
well  speaks  on  the  principles  of 
management,  and  Mr.  Bobillo  deals 
with  motivation,  leadership, 
morale,  and  communications  in  his 
discussion. 

Mr.  Bobillo,  who  is  the  coor¬ 
dinator  of  this  program,  stated, 
"There  is  a  tremendous  need  for 
programs  of  this  nature  in  in¬ 
dustry.  Management  must  be  fami¬ 
liar  with  the  constant  changes  and 
new  concepts  in  industry.  I  am 
pleased  with  the  reactions  of  the 
participants.  They  have  responded 
well  to  the  material  presented." 

Mr.  Bobillo  feels  that  this 
conference  Is  a  great  success  and 
hopes  that  other  industries  will 
notice  this.  He  added,  "This  con¬ 
ference  is  designed  to  familiarize 
the  men  with  other  departments  in 
their  company  for  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  production  process 
and  obstacles  that  other  depart¬ 
ments  encounter." 

Mr.  John  Bean,  a  foreman  for 
the  Five-Stand  Mill  and  Midwest 
Steel,  said  that  he  believes  that 
the  classes  will  be  of  consider¬ 
able  help  to  him  in  dealing  with 
the  problems  of  his  department  and 
now  he  can  fully  recognize  the 
role  that  his  department  plays  in 
the  complex  production  of  steel. 
He  added  that  Mr.  Bobillo,  Dean

CANDIDATES  ' 

Last  week  PNC  was  visited  by 
two  opposing  candidates  for  Con¬ 
gress,  Earl  Landgrebe  and  Edward 
F.  Kelly. 

Republican  candidate  Earl  Land- 
grebe  spoke  to  the  students  on 
Wednesday  and  discussed  the  three 
main  issues  of  the  1963  election. 
Militant  action,  Landgrebe  feels, 
is  the  only  answer  to  the  sit¬ 
uation  in  Viet  Nam.  Concerning 
civil  disobedience  and  civil 
rights,  the  Republican  candidate 
favors  firmer  police  action.  He 
also  said  constitutional  rights 
should  be  over-looked  in  order  to 
protect  the  innocent.  He  feels  we 
should  "....crack  ’em  (rioters)  on 
the  head  and  ask  questions  later." 

Landgrebe,  a  lifelong  resident 
of  the  2nd  District,  owns  a  truck¬ 
ing  business  outside  of  Valparaiso. 
He ’’has  been  a  State  Senator  for  10 
years  . 

On  Friday,  Landgrebe 's  opponent, 
Democratic  candidate  Edward  F. 
Kelly  spoke  to  PNC  students.  Kelly, 
a  lawyer,  is  also  a  lifelong  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  2nd  District. 

He  feels  we  should  end  the 
struggle  in  Viet  Nam  as  quickly  as 
possible  but  do  so  by  peaceful  ne¬ 
gotiations.  He  advocates  higher 
salaries  and  adequate  training  for 
police  to  provide  better  protec¬ 
tion  for  all  citizens  but  feels 
constitutional  rights  should  not 
be  violated. 

If  elected,  Kelly  hopes  to  at¬ 
tain  a  position  on  an  agricultural 
committee.  He  believes  the  farm¬ 
ing  situation  is  deplorable  be¬ 
cause  the  farming  industry  is  not 
profitable . 

Although  Mr.  Kelly  acknow¬ 
ledged  a  personal  lack  of  informa¬ 
tion  dealing  with  some  issues  he 
is  willing  to  find  acceptable  so¬ 
lutions  .

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EDITORIAL 

If  you  drive  an  automobile  to 
school,  as  do  almost  1500  PNC  stu¬ 
dents,  you  are  immediately  obliga¬ 
ted  to  pay  a  parking  fee.  Unless, 
of  course,  you  want  to  try  and 
fight  the  system,  which  would  be 
most  costly  than  the  parking  fee. 
A  five  dollar  fine  levied  for 
those  who  don’t  have  their  vehicle 
registered  can  hardly  afford  to 
park  in  the  areas  designated  for 
"A"  or  "B"  permits.  You  can  park 
at  the  meters  for  ten  cents  an 
hour,  but  inevitably,  the  meter 
runs  out  during  a  three  hour 
physics  lecture,  or  when  you  are 
Involved  In  a  heated  discussion 
over  the  parking  facilities  and 
meanwhile  our  alert  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officials  are  nailing  you  for 
another  dollar.  Unless  you  have 
extremely  radical  convictions 
against  parking  fees,  and  an  in¬ 
come  to  match,  you  make  the  con¬ 
cession  for  the  sake  of  education. 
I  feel  that  the  student  body  and 
faculty  of  PNC  are  being  subju¬ 
gated  to  pay  an  outrageous  parking 
fee  by  the  administrators  at  the 
main  campus  in  Lafayette. 

All  figures  stated  hereafter 
are  approximations  and  should  be 
considered  as  such.  There  are  ap¬ 
proximately  131,400  square  feet  of 
asphalt  parking  facilities  at  PNC 
at  an  estimated  17$  per  square 
foot  construction  cost.  There  are 
additional  costs  of  construction 
such  as:  lighting,  curbing,  and 
sewerage.  The  total  cost  of  the 
student  unmetered  parking  area 
would  roughly  be  $80,000.  This 
semester  there  are  1468  registered 
vehicles,  and  in  averaging  the 
cost  of  "A"  and  "B"  parking  per¬ 
mits,  parking  fines,  and  parking 
meter  revenue,  the  cost  per  regis¬ 
tered  vehicle  is  approximately 
$20.00  per  semester.  At  this  rate 
the  University  is  obtaining  almost 
$30,000.00  per  semester  in  parking 


revenue.  This  means  that  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  faculty  parking  areas 
would  have  paid  for  Itself  this 
semester . 

Unlike  the  main  campus  in  La¬ 
fayette  ,  an  automobile  is  a  neces¬ 
sity  at  PNC  and  should  be  consi¬ 
dered  as  such.  The  American  Auto¬ 
mobile  Association  states  that  the 
average  American  car  costs  13$  per 
mile  to  operate.  At  this  rate  the 
cost  of  driving  one  daily  round 
trip  to  PNC  from  Michigan  City 
would  be  almost  $190  per  semester. 
The  municipal  meters  allow  two 
hours  for  10$  compared  to  one  hour 
for  10$  at  PNC. 

I  am  aware  of  and  share  the 
discontent  and  annoyance  of  the 
student  body  and  faculty  at  the 
parking  regulations  set  by  Lafay¬ 
ette  administrators.  The  only 
means  of  correcting  this  situation 
is  by  careful  arbitration  between 
the  student  senate  and  the  admin¬ 
istration.  I  urge  you  not  to  re¬ 
main  silent  but  to  notify  your 
elected  student  representative  and 
student  affairs  officer  about  any 
complaints  you  may  have.  If  you 
take  the  side  of  complacency,  you 
can  look  forward  to  repetition  in 
parking  assessments  next  year.

Hauck,  and  Student  Affairs  Officer 
John  Wagliardo  attended  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Regional  Campuses  (ARC) 
at  the  Gerber  Haus  Motor  Hotel  in 
Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  Other  campuses 
present  were  Purdue  Calumet,  Pur¬ 
due  Indianapolis,  Ind.  U.  Indiana¬

Wayne  who  were  the  hosts 
of  the  convention. 

The  purpose  of  ARC  is  to  more 
effectively  unite  the  regional 
campuses,  and  to  help  member  cam¬ 
puses  with  individual  problems.

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CONSTRUCTION  CONTINUES 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for 
regional  campuses,  and  PNC  is  playing  a 
major  role  to  meet  that  demand.  Many 
institutions  fail  to  expand  to  meet 
their  growing  demands  but  this  campus's 
administrators  are  planning  ahead. 

There  are  two  improvements  in  pro¬ 
cess,  totalling  $500,000.  The  base¬ 
ment  floor  is  now  being  completed,  and 
an  addition  on  the  east  side  of  the 
building  is  under  construction.  These 
improvements,  although  they  appear 
small,  will  provide  more  than  adequate 
space  for  the  near  future.  The  actual 
area  of  expansion  seems  trifle,  but  it 
is  ve  r y  de ce  i  v i n g . 

The  addition  os  the  basement  floor 
will  provide  seven  student  activity 
rooms,  an  enlarged  book  store,  a  tele¬ 
vision  room,  two  research  labs,  a  study 
room,  three  offices,  a  work  room,  a  re¬ 
cord  room,  a  computer  lab,  a  key  punch 
room,  and  a  class  room.  The  activity 
rooms  will  provide  a  place  for  club 
meetings,  newspaper  production,  and 
other  similar  student  activities.  The 
enlargement  of  the  bookstore  will  per¬ 
mit  the  competent  Mrs  Grace  Hastings  to 
meet  the  growing  student  needs. 

The  east  side  addition  will  provide 
four  offices  and  four  classroom  on  each 
of  the  first  two  floors.  The  third 
floor  will  consist  of  four  offices, 
a  lab  and  demonstration  room,  two  lab 
rooms,  one  special  lab,  three  animal 
research  rooms,  a  mechanical  room,  and 
several  maintenance  rooms. 

The-general  contractor  is  Tonn  and 
Blank  from  Michigan  City.  U.S.  Piping 
is  the  contractor  for  heating,  plumb¬ 
ing,  and  vent i 1 1  at i on ,  and  Continental 
Electric  Co.  is  the  electrical  con¬ 
tractor. 

In  the  future,  this  main  building 
with  the  addition  will  be  a  science 
.building.  It  is  designed  so  that  it 
can  be  easily  converted  into  laboratory 
and  lecture  rooms.  A  main  corridor 
and  the  central  core  makes  this  conver¬ 
sion  easily  possible.  The  future  looks 
bright  for  PNC. 


SENATE  MEETS  IN 
SPECIAL  SESSION

the  availability  of  $2057.00  from  first 
semester  fees  and  app rox imate 1 y $1 500.

He  in¬ 
formed  the  Senate  of  the  possibility  of 
giving  the  clubs  all  the  money  ask  for 
if  the  budgets  were  presented  on  a  year 
ly  basis  instead  of  the  present  semester 
system.  Under  the  advise  of  the  trea¬ 
surer  the  Senate  passed  a  motion  for 
annual  budgets  which  would  be  acted  up¬ 
on,  on  the  basis  of  anticipated  activi¬ 
ties  fees. 

Tom  Learman,  Dave  Goldman,  and  Doug 
Anderson  were  elected  to  the  Activities 
Fee  Committee.

A  donation,  collected  from  the  stu¬ 
dents,  was  made  to  the  Therapy  Center 
in  Beth  Bobillo  and  Pat  Sovanich's 
name.  Money  from  the  Senate  budget  was 
included  in  the  place  of  flowers. 

The  Senate  voted  to  sponsor  the  Miss 
LaPorte  County  Beauty  Pageant.  No  de¬ 
tails  were  discussed  at  that  time.

Dr.  Clifford  M.  Hardin,  appointed 
secretary  of  agriculture  Wednesday  by 
president-elect  Nixon,  is  the  holder  of 
three  degrees  from  Purdue  University 
and  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Hardin  of  Knightstown,  Ind. 

Purdue  gave  him  an  honorary  doctor 
of  science  degree  in  1952  after  award¬ 
ing  him  earned  degrees  of  B.S.  in  1937, 
M.S.  in  1939,  and  Ph.D.  in  1941. 

The  53-year-old  new  agriculture  sec¬ 
retary  has  been  chancellor  of  the  Univ¬ 
ersity  of  Nebraska  since  1954  after 
teaching  and  holding  a  variety  of  exe 
cutive  positions  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  and  Michigan  State. 

Dr.  Hardin  is  the  first  Hoosier  cab¬ 
inet  member  since  Claude  Wickard  of 
Camden,  who  was  secretary  of  agricul¬ 
ture  from  1940-1945.

Kissing  beneath  the  mistle-  , 
toe  comes  from  an  ancient  custom  of 
enemies  dropping  their  weapons  and  em¬ 
bracing  in  a  gesture  of  friendship  when 
they  met  beneath  this  winter  green. 

Scandinavia  contributed  the  yule  log. 
The  Christmas  Seal,  which  originated 
in  Denmark  in  the  form  of  a  penny  stamp 
has  become  a  means  of  putting  the 

Christmas  spirit  to  work  helping  wipe 
out  misery  and  disease. 

Here  in  America,  these  and  other  cus-  y 
toms  of  the  Season  have  been  brought'  to 
gether  into  a  Christmas  spirit  that  has 
no  equal  in  all  the  world.  Aside  from 
its  reverence  and  holiness,  the  Christ¬ 
mas  Season  has  become  a -time  to  thiok 
about  the  many  ways  in  which  we  can  live 
better  and  happier  lives.

activity  fee  be  optional  to 
all  undergraduate  students 
carrying  less  than  nine  credit 
hours . 

The  Senate  asks  that  the  pro- 

I  posed  recommendations  be  initia¬ 
ted  with  the  1969-70  fall  semes¬ 
ter.  The  above,  confirming  the 
necessity  of  the  resolution  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  1967  -  68  Student 
Senate,  was  passed  by  the  1968- 
69  Student  Senate  on  February  6, 
1969. 

Ed.  Note.:  The  Senate  has  done 

1  something !  asked  for  a  raise  in 
activity  fees.  It  ii  interesting 
to  note  that  the  student  body  has 
not  been  consulted  as  to  their 
feelings  about  this  increase. 
Senate  members  have  stated  that 
the  students  Mould  be  against  an 
increase  of  this  sort.  It  seems 
to  me  that  if  the  Senate  Mould 
present  a  positive  program  for  the 
J  use  of  this  additional  money  the 
students  Mould  be  in  favor  of  this. 

This  increase  can  be  and  Mill 
be  useful  Mith  intelligent  , 
thoughtful  use  by  an  active 
1  Senate.  If  the  Senate  is  going 
to  be  a  do-nothing  group  as  thus 
'  far  they  seem  to  have  been,  then 
<  a.  fees  increase  Mill  solve  nothing 
Mith  one  exception :  the  Senate 
Mill  no  longer  be  able  to  use  a 
lack  of  funds  as  an  excuse  for  the 
j  lack  of  activity  in  campus  life.

parkins  fee  facts  revealed 


CONVO 10  BE  HELD 


There  has  been  much  controversy 
over  the  parking  fees  and  fines  on 
this  campus.  Mr.  John  Black,  PNC 
Business  Manager,  recently  pre¬ 
sented  to  this  reporter  the  fol¬ 
lowing  facts  and  figures. 

The  total  cost  of  the  parking 
lot,  including  the  drive  from 
Highway  421,  sidewalks,  the  park¬ 
ing  area  with  storm  sewers  and 
lights,  was  approximately  $108,000. 
The  present  lots  have  a  capacity 
of  415  spaces,  371  in  A  &  B  areas 
and  44  metered  spaces.  Income 
from  parking  fees,  fines,  and 
metered  areas  from  September  1967 
to  August  1968  was  approximately 
$17,500.  Approximately  $10,600 
was  taken  in  for  the  fall  1968 
semester  and  an  estimate  of  $9000- 
$9200  has  been  advanced  for  the 
spring  1969  semester. 

During  the  fall  1968  semester 
about  1050  parking  permits  were 
purchased,  although  more  permits 
were  Issued  because  a  pool  permit 
has  only  one  charge  levied.  Stu¬ 
dent  enrollment  was  1193  in  the 
fall  with  approximately  120  staff 
members  including  instructors,  ad¬ 
ministrators,  clerical  and  service 
employees . 

Plans  have  been  made  to  con¬ 
struct  an  additional  lot  to  the 
south  of  the  present  parking  areas. 
This  should  be  completed  this 
summer  in  time  for  the  fall  1969 
semester. 

So  here  are  the  true  facts  and 
figures.  Check  them  closely  and 
if  you  don't  like  what  you  see, 
there  is  a  free  parking  area  about 
two  blocks  north  of  the  building. 


centennial  begins 

A  special  event  to  honor  the 
centennial  year  celebration  of 
Purdue  University  was  held  at  the 
North  Central  Campus  at  2  p.m., 
Thursday,  February  13. 

Kenneth  L.  Schwab,  president  of 
the  Student  Union  Board  at  the  La¬ 
fayette  campus,  presented  a  cen¬ 
tennial  flag  to  David  Goldman, 
president  of  the  PNC  Student 
Government.

Right  now 
while  you  sit  reading  this  news 
story,  the  state  legislature  is 
discussing  a  measure  to  reduce 
state  support  to  Purdue  regional 
campuses.  This  will  affect  YOU,  it 
will  increase  YOUR  tuition  by  40- 
50  percent. 

The  1968-69  Purdue  allocation 
was  $8,027,991  and  the  request  for 
1969-70  was  $9,000,000.  The  state 
legislature  is  now  discussing  a 
figure  of  $7,639,000  which  is  a 
difference,  of  $388,991. 

Ten  to  fifteen  PNC  students  left 
this  morning  to  lobby  against  this 
proposal.  In  addition,  every  other 
Purdue  regional  campus  will  have 
lobby  groups  present  including 
Purdue  Calumet  with  approximately 
300  students  present.  The  Hammond 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  reserved 
an  entire  floor  of  the  Columbia 
Club  for  a  meeting  with  the  repre¬ 
sentatives.  The  Gallery  has  also 
been  made  available  with  emergency 
telephones  to  the  floor  for  the 
Feb.  21  afternoon  session. 

It  is  this  reporter's  hope  that 
our  student  representatives  are 
effective  in  stopping  thi;  measure

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SENATE  MEETS 


The  February  17th  meeting  of 
the  PNC  Student  Senate  was  opened 
by  David  Goldman  at  4:30  p.m.  The 
agenda  was  accepted,  roll  .  was 
noted,  and  the  minutes  were  ap¬ 
proved  . 

The  Treasurer  reported  no  new 
expenditures  or  receipts  to  the 
‘SEC  budget.  He  noted  that  the 
cui rent  balance  of  the  Activity 
Fees  was  $960.57.  He  also  pre¬ 
sented  a  list  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  from  the  1967-68 
school  year.  His  reports  were 
approved  by  the  Senate. 

Tom  Learman,  General  Chairman 
of  the  Miss  LaPorte  County  Pageant 
told  the  Senate  that  the  LaPorte 
High  School  auditorium  would  not 
be  available  for  the  Pageant.  As 
a  result,  the  Pageant  will  be  held 
at  the  Westville  High  School.  He 
also  announced  that  the  contracts 
for  the  selling  of  ads  would  be 
ready  next  week.  A  general  meet¬ 
ing  will  be  held  Thursday,  Feb.  20, 
at  4:30  p.m.  for  all  ad  sellers 

and  general  committee  chairman. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was 
the  Newspaper  budget.  Since  the 
budget  had  not  yet  been  submitted 
properly,  this  item  was  tabled. 
The  Senate  then  decided  that  all 
budgets  must  be  submitted  and 

either  approved  or  rejected  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  SEC.  Doug 

Anderson  was  asked  to  inform  all 
clubs  of  this  decision.  The 

Camera  Club  budget  was  read. 

Various  discrepancies  were  found; 
this  budget  was  tabled  until  the 
conflicts  could  be  worked  out. 

Committees  next  reported.  The 
election  committee  said  the  Senate 
election  would  take  place  on  the 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  of 
next  week  (  Feb.  24,  25,  and  26).

The 
need  for  a  communication  center  was 
further  stressed.  However,  no  action 
was  taken  upon  the  two  suggestions . 

An  updated  version  of  the  Women's 
Club  Constitution  was  presented  and  ac¬ 
cepted.  The  Music  Club  Constitution 
was  also  presented  and  accepted. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  club 
budgets.  The  Camera  Club  budget,  re¬ 
questing  $100.00  was  referred  back  to 
the  treasurer  of  that  club  until  the 
results  of  their  dance  could  be  deter¬ 
mined.  The  Music  Club  budget  was  ac¬ 
cepted,  allocating  the  club  $56.00.  The 
Women's  Club  budget  was  presented,  a- 
mended  and  accepted ,  giving  the  Women ' s 
Club  $100.00.  A  representative  of  The 
Newspaper  presented  their  budget.  It 
was  approved,  allocating  $320.00  to  The 
Newspaper.  The  Agriculture  Club  budget 
was  tabled  until  their  constitution 
could  be  approved.  The  Chess  Club  bud¬ 
get  was  also  tabled. 


The  chairman  of  the  Miss  LaPorte 
County  Pageant  was  not  present,  so  no 
report  was  made. 

The  Bookstore  Committee  was  called 
upon  to  report  their  findings.  It  was 
made  known  that  a  meeting  would  be  held 
Thursday,  February  27,  1969,  at  1:00  pm 
with  the  committee,  the  Dean,  and  a  re¬ 
presentative  of  the  Bookstore.  It  was 
noted  that  the  meeting  would  be  valu¬ 
able,  even  if  it  only  explained  griev¬ 
ances  and  heard  explanations .  The  com¬ 
mittee  was  charged  to  have  all  griev¬ 
ances  formally  written  and  to  plan  the 
purposes  of  the  meeting. 

The  election  committee  reported 
that  the  election  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  Student  Senate  would  be  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  Thursday,  and  Friday  (Feb.  26,  27, 
and  28) .  One  junior,  two  sophomores, 
and  three  freshmen  will  be  elected.  Pe¬ 
titions  for  the  nominees  must  be  in  by 
Tuesday  afternoon.  Voters  will  be  rec¬ 
ognized  by  showing  their  I.D.  cards 
to  the  Senate  members  manning  the  elec¬ 
tion  center. 

The  agenda  completed,  President 
Dave  Goldman  entertained  a  motion  to 
adjourn  at  6:15  pm.

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EDITORIAL 


As  cool  hand  Luke  would  say,  "What 
we  have  here  is  a  failure  to  communi¬ 
cate."  This  has  certainly  been  the 
case  with  THE  NEWSPAPER  to  date.  This 
problem  has  not  been  the  fault  of  any 
one  person  -  everyone  to  some  extent 
is  to  blame.  The  student  body  is  cer¬ 
tainly  at  fault.  Only  ten  people  vol¬ 
unteered  to  work  on  THE  NEWSPAPER  dur¬ 
ing  the  fall  semester.  This  is  ap¬ 
proximately  only  2  percent  of  the  full 
time  enrollment.  The  Student  Senate 
is  also  at  fault  for  failing  to  ap¬ 
propriate  any  funds  for  THE  NEWSPAPER, 
for  the  fall  semester.  It  is  the  job 
of  the  Senate  to  open  lines  of  commun¬ 
ication  between  the  student  body  and 
student  government.  The  Senate  cer¬ 
tainly  failed  in  this  respect  by  not 
doing  more  than  acting  on  THE  NEWS¬ 
PAPER  budget  last  semester.  The  fac¬ 
ulty  and  administration  also  are  to 
blame  for  having  a  deaf  ear  to  the  pro¬ 
blems  of  THE  NEWSPAPER  and  having  no 
interest  in  the  publication  of  a  stu¬ 
dent  newspaper.  Of  course,  THE  NEWS¬ 
PAPER  staff  is  at  fault.  THE  NEWS¬ 
PAPER  staff  did  not  fight  hard  enough 
to  recruit  workers,  obtain  funds,  or 
instill  interest  in  the  faculty  and  ad¬ 
ministration  . 

On  Tuesday,  February  18th,  I  was 
appointed  Editor-in-Chief  of  THE  NEWS¬ 
PAPER.  This  action  came  after  the  ad¬ 
ministration  decided  to  begin  a  pre¬ 
cedent  of  replacing  the  editor  of  THE 
NEWSPAPER  each  semester.  I  hope  that 
my  appointment  will  not  reflect  adver¬ 
sely  on  the  work  my  predecessor, .Lynn 
Hauck.  It  would  have  been  impossible 
for  Lynn  to  publish  a  better  newspaper 
this  past  semester  because  the  human 
and  financial  resources  would  not  have 
permitted  it.  I  am  amazed  that  a  re¬ 
gularly  published  newspaper  was  pro¬ 
duced  at  all.  Although  I  am  replacing 
Lynn,  she  will  continue  to  work  on  THE 
NEWSPAPER  as  Associate  Editor,  and  I 
will  rely  greatly  on  her  for  advice  and 
counsel . 

It  is  my  hope,  now  that  we  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  funds  and  an  enlarged  staff, 
that  THE  NEWSPAPER  will  be  able  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  publication  which  will  open  line 
of  communication  between  the  Student 
Senate  and  student  body,  provide  a 
forum  for  students  and  faculty,  and 
present  the  news  and  events  as  truth¬ 
fully  and  accurately  as  possible.  It 
is  my  promise  that  my  staff  and  I  will 
do  our  best  to  realize  these  goals  by 
serving  you.

Although  we  cannot  agree  with 
her  opposition  to  the  proposed  Activity 
Fee  increase,  we  admire  her  determina¬ 
tion  to  fight  for  what  she  believes  in. 
If  more  students  would  attend  Senate 
meetings  and  participate  in  student 
government,  an  active  dialogue  between 
the  student  body  and  the  student  Senate 
could  be  created  which  would  result  in 
better  ideas  benefiting  not  only  the 
individual  students  involved,  but  also 
the  entire  student  body .  RCE 
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By  Prof.  Stanfield. 

"Artists,"  the  poet  Ezra  Pound 
once  said ,  "  are  the  antennae  of  the 
race."  They  feel  or  see  ahead  of 
periodic  rapid  and  critical  change, 
involving  genuine  revolution  in  style 
or  sensibility  such  as  that  taking 
place  in  our  time. 

Literary  artists  deal  ii»  the  re¬ 
volution  of  sensibility.  Modern  lit¬ 
erature  seems  to  be  little  more  than 
the  artistic  response  to  man's  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  change  in  himself  and  in 
his  awareness  of  his  social  or  natural 
environment . 

The  modern  word  has  lost,  as  it 
were,  its  solidity.  Bergson's  theory 
of  time,  Freud's  theory  of  the  subcon¬ 
scious,  and  Einstein's  theory  of  space 
and  energy  have  altered  our  concept  of 
reality . 

Faith  in  the  power  of  reason  has 
been  severely  shaken.  Two  world  wars 
and  Viet  Nam  have  shown  us  that  man  can 
act  in  a  bestial  way.  Some  of  us  have 
witnessed  the  eruption  of  Nazism,  and 
we  have  seen  how  the  state,  with  the 
aid  of  propaganda,  technology,  and  tor¬ 
ture,  can  become  a  demonic  force. 

Our  ideas  of  morality  and  religion 
have  been  reinterpreted.  Christian 
morality,  the  "ethics  of  pity,"  as 
Nietzche  called  it,  has  been  chal¬ 
lenged."  Modern  Existentialism  has, 
the  work  of  previous  philosophies  in 
"high  gear." 

The  world  of  modern  man  is  one 
which  has  absorbed  uncertainty  in  its 
very  texture.  W.H.  Auden  calls  it  the 
Age  of  Anxiety.  It  is  more.  It  is 

perhaps  an  age  of  disintegration — and 
at  the  same  time  an  age  of  regenera¬ 
tion.  Creation  and  destruction  are  a 
part  of  our  world's  staccato  rhythm. 

What  of  man's  changing  conception 
of  himself?  Leonardo  DaVinci  drawings 
often  placed  the  figure  of  man  at  the 
very  center  of  his  geometric  designs. 
The  modern  counterpart  of  this  view  may 
be  Duchamp's  famous  picture  of  a  nude 
descending  a  staircase.  The  human  form 
is  all  but  abolished;  it  becomes  a  ser¬ 
ies  of  flowing  cubes. 

Man's  sense  of  self  is  disjointed. 
Specialization  and  expansion  in  the 
social  structure  make  man  a  marginal 
isolated  figure.  The  alienation  of  man 
from  his  environment  os  aggravated  by 
his  alienation  from  himself. 

Modern  man's  role  is  that  of  an 
outsider.  Actually,  the  modern  hero  is 
a  rebel  or  a  victim.  Most  often,  he  is 
both . 

And  this  brings  us  to  modern  lit¬ 
erature  .... 

First,  modern  literature  has  ac¬ 
cepted  the  fluidity  of  time  and  space, 
fancy  and  fact,  and  recognized  the  sub¬ 
jective  reality  behind  them.  Proust's 
great  novel ,  Remembrance  of  Things 
Past ,  destroys  the  sense  of  mechanical 
clock  time.  The  world  of  Klafka  has  no 
clear  location  in  space.  In  the  fic¬ 
tion  of  Virginia  Woolf  wish  and  memory 
are  often  indistinguishable. 

Second,  modern  literature  has  sus¬ 
pended  the  normal  operation  of  habit 
reason.  In  Klacka's  The  Trial  there  is 
no  relation  between  cause  and  effect, 
quiet  and  punishment.  The  central 
event  in  Camus'  The  Stranger  is  a  gra¬ 
tuitous  act.  Irony  and  unpredictabil¬ 
ity  are  frankly  tolerated  as  principles 
of  existence. 

Third,  modern  literature  has  set 
itself  to  explore  the  dream  life  of 
man.  Conrad's  Heart  of  Darkness , 
Lawrence ' s  Women  In  Love ,  and  Joyce ' s 
Ulysses ,  employ  all  the  resources  of 
Language  to  describe  the  stream  of  hu¬ 
man  consciousness.  The  secret  and  un¬ 
formed  thoughts  of  an  idiot  become  a 
focal  point  in  Faulkner's  The  Sound 
And  Tfie  Fury .  The  Protagonist  of 
O'Neil's  The  Iceman  Cometh  gives  more 
weight  to  illusion  than  reality. 

Fourth,  Modern  literature  has 
sought  to  recapture  the  simple  and  en¬ 
during  elements  in  human  experience. 
The  primitivism  we  can  find  in  Hem¬ 
ingway's  The  Old  Man  and  The  Sea  or 
The  Sun  Also  Rises  is  an  effort  to  pur¬ 
ify  human  conduct,  to  redefine  morality 
in  terms  of  a  clean-cut  personal  code. 
In  The  Immoralist ,  Gide  contrasts  pri¬ 
mitive  with  civilized  behavior  in  hope 
of  clarifying  a  truth  which  may  under¬ 
lie  both. 

Fifth,  modern  literature  has  de¬ 
vised  patterns  for  expressing  both  the 
simple  and  complex,  the  new  and  recur¬ 
rent,  aspects  of  life.  These  patterns 
are  often  borrowed  from  ancient  myths, 
stories  of  fabulous  heroes,  or  archaic 
rituals  of  death  and  rebirth.  T.  S. 
Cliot's  The  Wasteland ,  Mann's  Joseph 
trilogy,  Joyce's  (Ulysses ,  the  work  of 


John  Barth  in  Magnus  and  Biles  The  g 
Boy ,  Robinson  Jeffers,  The  R 
Stallion  refer  us  to  mythical  mater 
Myth  and  archetype  become  the  un 
lying  structure  which  gives  orde 
the  chaos  of  the  modern  world.. 


Part  II  of  Professor  Stanfield's 
icle  will  be  presented  in  the  next 
sue  of  The  Newspaper .

increase.  This  year  the  situation 
came  even  more  critical.  Unless  an 
crease  is  approved  for  next  year 
school  will  be  in  a  genuine  financ 
crisis . 

The  question  of  an  increased  fee] 
of  far  greater  import  than  a  mere  q«J 
tion  of  money,  however.  The  essence 
university  life  and  educational  exj 
ience  goes  far  beyond  facts  garnei 
from  lectures  and  textbooks .  Unll 
one  encounters  new  ideas  and  activill 
he  has  not  received  a  full  education 
Purdue  North  Central  is  still 
its  formative  stages  as  an  institut 
of  higher  learning.  Our  present  de 
sions  will  affect  this  center  of  lec 
ing  far  beyond  our  short  tenure  he 
Furute  students  will  be  deprived  of 
ucational  opportunity  if  we  shacl 
them  to  an  education  that  consists 
no  more  than  facts  and  examinations ..  1 
our  institution  is  to  continue  J 
prosper,  we  must  have  an  increased 
tivity  fee.

STUDENTS  OBSERVE 
IN  LOCAL  SCHOOLS 


students  majoring  in  Elementary 
Education,  on  all  Purdue  Campuses,  are 
required  to  take  Education  249,  better 
known  as  Student  Teacher  Observers. 
This  is  a  one  credit  hour  course  taught 
by  Professor  Blythe.  The  course  re¬ 
quires  students  to  observe  an  elemen¬ 
tary  teacher  and  class  three  hours  a 
week,  and  one  hour  each  week  to  discuss 
or  go  over  any  problems  that  may  arise, 
and  do  text  work.  Eighteen  students  in 
their  third  and  fourth  semester  of 
study  are  participating  in  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  purposes  of  this  course  are: 
1)  to  help  students  decide  whether  they 
wish  to  become  an  elementary  teacher 
and  continue  in  the  program;  2)  to  help 
students  become  familiar  with  behavior 
patterns,  needs  and  interests  of  child¬ 
ren  at  different  age  levels;  3)  to 
build  a  functional  background  for  meth¬ 
ods,  campus  study  and  first-hand  ex¬ 
perience  in  classroom  situations;  4)  to 
help  students  become  aware  of  community 
influences  upon  the  school;  and  5)  to 
help  students  continue  to  study  their 
own  attitudes,  feelings,  and  abilities 
as  they  identify  themselves  in  the  role 
of  a  professional  teacher. 

Periodically,  the  students  present 
written  papers  on  their  observations. 
The  topics  for  these  papers  range  from 
the  child  and  teacher,  to  the  building 
and  administration.  The  reason  for  the 
wide  range  in  topics  is  so  the  students 
may  obtain  a  broadened  view  of  the  en¬ 
tire  educational  system  to  better  them¬ 
selves  .

Westville  -  At  the  March  5th  meet¬ 
ing  in  Lafayette  of  the  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity  Board  of  Trustees,  the  firm  of 
Johnson,  Johnson  &  Roy,  Ann  Argor, 
Michigan,  was  awarded  the  contract  for

Lytle  J.  Freehafer,  Vice  President 
and  Treasurer,  Purdue  University,  said, 
"A  master  plan  will  be  needed  if  we  are 
to  have  a  good  development  of  the  cam¬ 
pus  in  the  future." 

C.  H.  Lawshe,  Vice  President  for 
Regional  Campus  Administration  added 
that  a  committee  of  faculty,  adminis¬ 
tration  and  students  will  be  appointed 
to  consult  with  the  Ann  Arbor  organiza¬ 
tion  in  the  development  of  the  master 
plan. 

A.  J.  Rumely,  LaPorte,  a  member  of 
the  Purdue  University  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  said  that  the  development  of  the 
master  plan  will  cost  between  25  and  30 
thousand  dollars. 

Robert  F.  Schwarz,  Dean  and  Direc¬

However,  more  people  are  needed  to 
help  sell  ads  so  the  March  15th  dead¬ 
line  can  be  met.  Also,  people  will  be 
needed  for  the  production  and  ticket 
committees . 

Doing  this  job  well  will  gain  for 
P.N.C.  higher  public  esteem,  and  also  a 
greater  amount  of  profit  which  will  be 
put  in  a  reserve  fund  for  the  summer.  *

A  few  notes  of  explanation  are  in 
order.  First,  $100  for  the  editor  of 
the  paper  is  conservative  considering 
the  number  of  hours  involved.  Second, 
Convocation  speakers  of  national  repu¬ 
tation  are  often  available  to  college 
groups  for  merely  expenses  or  a  small 
honorarium.  Musical  groups,  ranging 
from  "The  Lettermen"  to  "The  Doers"  can 
be  obtained  at  partial,  if  any,  cost  to 
the  school,  by  the  sale  of  public  tick¬ 
ets  and  good  publicity.  A  reserve  fund 
would  lend  continuity  to  student  life 
by  allowing  carry-over  activities. 

There  is  room  in  this  proposed  bud¬ 
get  for  numerous  adjustments.  If  you 
have  what  you  consider  a  helpful  sug¬ 
gestion  for  use  of  funds ,  submit  it  to 
any  member  of  the  senate  or  to  The 
Newspaper.  s|e 


Due  to  students  transferring  and 
being  unable  to  qualify  for  the  second 
semester  student  senate,  five  new  sena¬ 
tors  were  elected  to  fill  the  vacan¬ 
cies.  The  student  senate  held  the  spe¬ 
cial  election  on  February  26,  27,  and 
28  to  elect  the  new  senators.  The 
freshman  results  were  Tom.  Christensen 
with  66  votes,  Daniel  Kilgore  22,  Jim 
Nadeau  42,  Robert  Schaffner  25,  Edward 
Timm  29,  Jack  Titolo  48.  Christensen, 
Nadeau,  and  Titolo  were  high  to  win  the 
three  freshmar.  senate  seats.  The  sopho¬ 
more  results  were  Randall  Eckley  40, 
Lisa  Feldman  9 ,  Cathy  Nowicki  27 ,  David  ' 
Randall  23.  Eckley  and  Nowicki  were 
high  to  win  the  two  sophomore  senate 
seats.  Thirty-five  percent  of  the  soph¬ 
omores  voted  and  twenty-four  percent  of 
the  freshmen;  this  was  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  ever  recorded  in  a  PNC  elec¬ 
tion  . 

The  five  new  senate  members  were 
interviewed  to  find  out  their  motives 
for  running  in  the  elections  and  their 
ambitions  for  the  r.ew  senate. 

Jack  Titolo,  who  is  from  Bass  Lake, 
Indiana,  is  living  in  Westville  while 
attending  PNC.  He  is  a  second  semester 
freshman  majoring  in  Pre-medicine.  Jack 
wants  to  represent  the  student  body  in 
the  Senate  because  he  feels  he  knows 
what  the  actual  problem  are,  and  can 
best  help  by  being  a  senator. 

Jim  Nadeau,  who  recently  moved  to 
Michigan  City  from  Boston,  is  a  fresh¬ 
man  majoring  in  marketing.  Jim  ran  for 
the  senate  to  get  involved  in  campus 
activities  and  present  the  student  pro¬ 
blems  to  the  senate. 

Cathy  Nowicki,  a  sophomore,  is  ma-. 
joring  in  English.  She  makes  her  home 
in  La  Porte  and  cites  her  reasons  for 
running  for  the  senate  as  her  interest 
in  people  and  her  desire  to  get  in¬ 
volved  in  student  activities.

the  intelligent 
and  the  wise 

It  has  been  said,  "The  fool  sees 
only  today,  the  intelligent  man  sees 
tomorrow,  but  only  the  wise  man  sees 
beyond  tomorrow."  There  are  times  when 
it  is  hard  to  see  beyond  the  heat  of  an 
argument  to  the  future.  But  it  is  only 
by  looking  beyond  present  events  that 
we  can  gain  any  kind  of  perspective  or 
take  any  reasonable  course  of  action. 

In  the  present  activity  fee  increase 
controversy  we  have  a  parallel  situa¬ 
tion.  There  are  a  few  who,  despite  all 
testimony,  insist  that  no  increase  is 
necessary.  A  greater  number  of  dissent¬ 
ing  voices  concede  that  an  increased 
fee  is  necessary,  but  contend  that  a 
smaller  increase  will  suffice.  On  the 
surface,  this  sounds  like  a  very  sound 
argument.  For  a  year,  or  two,  or  maybe 
even  three  PNC  could  probably  get  by  on 
a  ten  or  twelve  dollar  fee  -  if  we 
could  get  it  approved.  A  few  dollars 
per  student  would  be  saved  for  a  few 
years.  Any  economy  is  smart;  but  what 
is  smart  is  not  always  wise. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  a  ten  or 
twelve  dollar  fee  would  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  have  set  a 
precedent  that  when  a  regional  campus 
is  ready  to  accept  university  status 
the  activity  fee  goes  to  fifteen 
dollars  -  five  for  athletics  and  ten 
for  general  use.  It  is  highly  doubtful 
that  they  would  upset  their  guidelines 
for  two  or  three  dollars  and  the  result 
might  be  a  three  dollar  fee  for  five 
more  years. 

Of  more  questionable  merit  is  the 
idea  that  getting  by  is  satisfactory. 
A  fifteen  dollar  fee,  wisely  adminis¬ 
tered,  could  greatly  aid  this  campus 
in  maturing,  in  fostering  good  commun¬ 
ity  relations,  and  in  beginning  tradi¬ 
tions  worthy  of  a  great  university. 

The  fifteen  dollar  fee  can  be  used. 
To  part  of  the  student  body  it  seems 
necessary.  To  postpone  our  future 
might  be  economical;  it  would  not  be 
wise.

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FORUM  by  Professor  John  Stanfield 


(Part  I  of  Professor  Stanfield's  arti¬ 
cle  appeared  in  last  week's  issue  of 
The  Newspaper ■ ) 

Sixth,  it  (»has  confronted  us  with 
compelling  images  of  man,  heroes,  who 
dramatize  for  us  the  human  predicament 
in  our  time.  These  figures,  born  under 
the  shadow  of  violence,  outrage,  or  de¬ 
feat,  still  present  the  truth  in  our 
condition.  Eliot's  Prufrock,  Faulkner's 
Joe  Christmas,  Hemingway's  Nick  Adams 
or  Lady  Bret,  Fitzgerald's  Gatsby  , 
Man's  Hans  Castorp  or  Aeschenback, 
Laurence's  Birkin,  Joyce's  Leopold  or 
Molly  Bloom,  Kafka's  K,  to  mention  but 
a  few  that  come  to  mind,  all  strike 
deep  and  responsive  chords  in  our  be¬ 
ing  . 

Seventh,  and  last,  modern  litera¬ 
ture,  in  Mallarme's  phrase,  has  "puri¬ 
fied  the  language  of  the  tribe.'  It  has 
renewed  its  vocabulary  and  discovered  a 
whole  range  of  metaphors  and  attitudes 
which  can  encompass  the  strange  world 
in  which  we  live.  The  new  language  can 
describe  the  ugly  and  the  beautiful , the 
sublime  and  the  ridiculous,  the  comic 
and  the  tragic.  It  is  both  primitive 
and  sophisticated,  intellectual  and  e- 
motional ,  direct  and  oblique,  sensual 
and  spiritual.  The  men  who  must  take 
the  credit  for  this  revolution  in  lan¬ 
guage,  this  movement  away  from  the  sen¬ 
timental  or  coy  rhetoric  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  were  or  are  poets: 
Yeats,  Rikle,  Valery,  Pound,  Eliot, 
Frost,  Wallace  Stevens.  But  the  new 
language  of  poetry  has  become  a  part  of 
fiction  and  drama  as  well. 

We  can  observe  that  the  organic  re¬ 
lation  between  literary  forms  and  the 
lines  we  actually  live.  This  is  impor¬ 


tant,  for  the  hope  of  every  reader  i 
to  begin  with  some  sense  of  relevanc 
in  what  he  is  reading.  But  the  sense  o 
relevance  alone  is  not  enough.  The 
reader  also  must  know  how  he  may  pro 
ceed  beyond  his  initial  commitment. 

The  first  prerequisite  for  readim 
modern  literature  is, to  use  Coleridge': 
phrase,  "the  willing  suspension  of  dis' 
belief.'  We  are  accustomed  to  seein< 
the  world  through  conventional  eyes 
Our  mental  picture  of  it  is  as  realis¬ 
tic  as  the  photograph  is  presumed  t<  j 
be.  But  modern  literature  begins  b\  [ 
tilting  the  camera  or  naked  eye.  A  sto-  j 
ry  by  Kafka  or  Faulkner  cannot  be  reac 1  ^ 
as  one  reads  the  description  of  a  fire, 
in  a  local  newspaper.  The  shape  of  a 
reality  is  not  always  the  same.  Foil  j 
literature,  in  a  very  basic  sense,  is  a 
always  surreal.  ■]!' 

The  second  prerequisite  is  the  sus- :  j 
pension  of  our  moral  judgment.  I  be-  ■ 
lieve  modern  literature  is  profoundly  t 
moral.  Its  real  aim  is  to  redeem  real- 1  ( 
ity  through  art.  But  it  is  not  pious  oil 
didactic.  Violence,  despair,  and  ever!  ■ 
obscenity  are  often  a  part  of  it.  They, . 
are  functional  parts,  however, and  the*  , 
purpose  is  to  help  us  recognize  hidder 
or  represeed  truths.  Their  purpose,  lj; 
too,  is  to  purge  us  from  the  ills  whicl J  . 
ravage  us.  Conrad  once  wrote  in  Lore  1 , 
Jim,  "In  the  destructive  element  im- : 
merse . . . that  is  the  way."  Conrad's  ap¬ 
peal  was  not  for  self-defeat.  It  was  l!

PRESENT  ALBEE  PLAT 

Saturday  night  culture  came  to  PNC 
in  the  form  of  Edward  Albee's  American 
Dream.  The  play  was  presented  by  the 
Dunes  Art  Foundation  and  was  attended 
by  about  150  faculty  and  students. 

Albee's  play  used  satire  and  ex¬ 
aggeration  to  point  out  the  foibles  of 
American  life.  The  cast  consisted  of 
a  jaged,  mercenary  "Mommy,"  castrated 
"Daddy,"  acid-tongued  Grandma,  the  pro¬ 
fessional  lady,  Mrs.  Barker,  and  the 
"American  Dream."  Each  of  these  persons 
was  a  caricature  of  the  one  segment 
of  American  life. 

Mommy,  Daddy,  and  Mrs.  Barker  typi 
fied  those  who  have  become  so  material¬ 
istic  and  socially  controlled  that 
their  life  has  no  meaning  or  virility. 

Grandma  and  the  "American  Dream," 
a  handsome  young  man  with  one  obvious 
talent,  carried  Albee's  main  point-only 
youth  and  age  see  things  as  they  really 
are.  The  young  man  had  become  so  cal¬ 
lous  that  he  felt  no  emotion,  even 
though  he  saw  situations  as  they  were. 
Only  Grandma  was  a  complete  person. 
This  made  her  so  different  everyone 
thought  she  was  senile. 

The  play  was  well  done,  even  though 
the  language  may  have  shocked  some  of 
those  with  puritan  tendencies.  The 
acting  was  superb  in  all  the  parts,  but 
Daddy  was  the  epitome  of  a  part  well- 
played.  If  PNC  can  obtain  more  fine 
arts  activities  of  this  quality,  cul¬ 
tural  life  should  improve  noticeably. 


Steve  McQueen  plays  a  hard-pressed 
cop  which  makes  him  a  hard-nosed  cop. 
He  is  a  man  without  pity,  especially 
when  he  discovers  he  has  been  duped. 

He  is  given  an  important  assignment 
to  protect  a  defector  from  the  Mafia. 
Everything  goes  well  until  the  defector 
unlocks  his  protected  cage.  Without 
warning,  a  single  man  walks  in  with  a 
sawed  off  shotgun  and  sprays  the  room 
with  bullets. 

The  realism  in  this  film  is  probably 
the  strong  point  of  the  film.  The  de¬ 
fector  survives  the  bullets  and  is 
rushed  to  a  hospital.  The  hospital  is 
sterile  white  and  punch  sure  realistic. 
Every  gory  aspect  of  a  hospital  emer¬ 
gency  is  shown;  the  oxygen,  the  hurried 
doctors,  and  the  sharp,  true  to  life 
struggle  between  life  and  death. 

The  second  reality  and  the  most  ex¬ 
citing  part  of  the  whole  film  is  the 
chase.  McQueen  drives  his  custom  fast- 
back  himself,  with  a  camera  in  front  of 
the  car  to  show  what  it  is  like  doing 
90-95  miles  an  hour  around  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  hills. 

The  only  other  point  of  interest  is 
the  conclusion.  You  will  have  to  see 
that  for  yourself. 

The  Stalking  Moon 

Gregory  Peck  plays  a  Kit  Carson  of 
the  Old  West  as  an  Army  Scout  for  fif¬ 
teen  years.  He  leads  his  last  patrol 
against  the  remainder  of  the  marauding 
tribes  of  the  Southwest. 

The  theme  is  centered  around  Sarah 
Carver  (Eva  Marie  Saint)  who  was  a 
white  woman  found  by  the  patrol .  Sarah 
wants  to  get  out  of  the  area  and  she 
hasn't  the  time  nor  the  energy  to  tell 
anyone  why.  We,  the  audience,  do  not 
find  out  why  until  much  later. 

Between  the  initial  meeting  of  Peck 
and  Miss  Saint  and  the  conclusion  there 
is  a  lag  in  the  story.  Such  scenes  as 
Peck  taking  Miss  Saint  to  the  stage 
coach  and  from  the  stage  to  the  train 
depot  are  not  thrilling  and  may  lull 
some  to  sleep. 

The  conclusion  makes  this  picture 
worth  watching.  There  is  tense  excite¬ 
ment  which  makes  the  preceding  worth¬ 
while  and  to  be  remembered. 

Peck  is  the  star  of  this  picture.  He 
adds  more  to  the  character  than  poss¬ 
ibly  the  author  had  intended,  but  the 
audience  benefits.

The  battle  is  over;  .the  smoke  has 
settled;  the  trustees  have  passed  the 
activity  fee  increase.  It  is  unfor¬ 
tunate  that  this  took  place  before  the 
student  body  had  been  able  to  express 
its  sentiments.  This  is  not  the  end 
however;  the  real  task  still  lies  be¬ 
fore  us. 

If  we  are  to  avoid  the  stagnacy  of 
this  year,  we  must  begin  now  to  plan 
for  the  intelligent  use  of  these  add¬ 
itional  funds.  The  Senate  cannot  do 
this  alone.  There  are  -three  areas  in 
which  we  must  have  student  participa¬ 
tion  if  we  are  to  effectively  adminis¬ 
ter  the  funds  for  next  year. 

First,  we  must  have  student  help 
now  to  begin  planning  next  years  ac¬ 
tivities.  If  high-quality  talent  is 
to  be  obtained,  we  must  begin  the  com¬ 
munications  now.  Only  the  student 
body  as  a  whole  can  tell  us  what  act¬ 
ivities  they  desire.  If  all  students 
will  came  forward  with  constructive 
ideas,  next  year  can  be  an  exciting 
one  at  PNC . 

Secondly,  there  will  be  much  sweat 
and  time  invested  in  any  kind  of  ef¬ 
fective  program.  If  a  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  answer  a  call-out  to  serve  on  an 
activity  committee,  vigor  can  be 
brought  to  the  arranging  of  next  years 
schedule.  The  Senate  does  not  have 
enough  members  or  time  to  do  this  a- 
lone . 

Finally,  no  program  can  be  suc¬ 
cessful  unless  it  enjoys  student  sup¬ 
port.  No  amount  of  ideas  or  planning 
will  be  enjoyed  if  events  are  not  at¬ 
tended.  Each  of  us  must  decide  now 
that  next  year  PNC  will  have  a  univer¬ 
sity  atmosphere  -  not  just  a  classroom 
atmosphere . 

SENATE  MEETS 

Minutes  of  the  Student  Senate  meeting 
held  March  3,  1969  - 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
4:30  p.m.  by  President  David  Goldman. 

Minutes  -  The  minutes  were  approved 
as  read. 

Committee  Reports  -  Budget  commit¬ 
tee  -  The  budget  listed  $1019.00  to  be 
budgeted  in  the  following  manner:  $400 
for  a  typewriter,  $100  and  the  LaPorte 
Pageant  profits  to  the  Reserve  Fund, 
$125  to  the  Emergency  and  Contingency 
funds,  and  $394  plus  all  surplus  to  the 
Convocation  Committee.  The  budget  was 
accepted.  The  Senate  allocated  to  the 
Newspaper  all  funds  necessary  to  oper¬ 
ate.  The  S.E.C.  was  allocated  $250. 
$175  was  allocated  to  the  Agriculture 
Club, and  $150  to  the  Chess  team  through 
the  Chess  Club.  $400  was  allocated  for 
an  I.B.M.  Selectric  typewriter. 

Miss  LaPorte  County  Pageant  Commit¬ 
tee  -  no  report . 

Bookstore  Committee  -  The  Commit¬ 
tee  reported  the  root  of  the  problem 
was  the  book  business  itself.  It  was 
decided  that  the  bookstore  publish  the 
new  and  used  prices  of  the  books,  that 
a  list  of  the  texts  to  be  used  for  the 
next  semester  be  published,  and  that 
all  students  who  have  complaints  or  who 
receive  less  than  one-half  for  used 
books  approach  the  bookstore  for  an  ex¬ 
planation  . 

Election  Committee  -  The  election 
for  new  Senators  was  held.  Elected  were 
Tom  Christenson,  Jim  Nadeau, Jack  Titolo 
Randall  Eckley,  and  Cathy  Nowicki.  The 
election  was  held  for  the  office  of 
Vice  President.  Kathy  Essling  was  elec¬ 
ted.  Cathy  Nowicki  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  of  a  Second  Corresponding 
Secretary. 

A.R.C.  or  Student  Government  Con- 
vention  -  Mr.  Wagliardo  reported  that  a 
convention  would  be  held  on  April  25 
and  26  at  Kokomo  or  Michigan  City. 

Activity  Fee  -  The  rules  were  sus¬ 
pended  to  facilitate  discussion  between 
the  Senate  and  members  of  the  student 
body.  The  figure,  for  the  Activity  Fee 
increase  was  questioned.  The  Senate 
asked  to  make  a  tentative  budget  and 
investigate  the  possibility  of  a  sur¬ 
plus.

Six  Purdue  North  Central  coeds 
have  been  invited  to  join  the  Purdue 
Chapter  of  Alpha  Lambda  Delta.  The  six 
coeds  honored  are  Marsha  Lynn  Hibner, 
Susan  Elaine  Linsemeyer,  Mary  Jo  Novak, 
Denise  Lynn  Ritter,  Susan  Marie  Scott, 
and  Nancy  Gay  Sutherland. 

Alpha  Lambda  Delta  is  a  national 
honor  society  for  freshman  women.  The 
purpose  of  the  society  is  to  promote 
intelligent  living,  a  high  standard  of 
learning,  and  to  encourage  superior 
scholastic  attainment  among  freshmen 
women  in  institutions  of  higher  learn 
ing. 

To  be  eligible  for  membership,  a 
student  must  attain  at  least  a  5.5 
while  carrying  a  minimum  load  of  14 
hours  in  her  first  semester  of  college, 
or  she  must  have  at  least  a  5.5  gradu¬ 
ation  index  and  a  minimum  total  of  28 
hours  for  her  first  two  semesters.  In 
addition,  she  must  be  enrolled  in  a 
course  of  study  leading  to  a  baccalau¬ 
reate  degree .  At  the  end  of  the  past 
fall  semester,  151  women  on  the  Lafay¬ 
ette  Campus ,  six  each  on  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  and  Calumet  campuses,  two  on  Indi¬ 
anapolis,  one  at  Fort  Wayne  met  the 

eligibility  requirements. 

The  initiation  is  scheduled  for 
Monday,  May  12.  A  banquet  will  be  held 
in  conjunction  with  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  the 
freshman  men's  scholastic  honorary  fol¬ 
lowing  the  induction  ceremony. 


West  Lafayette - A  purdue  tuition  in¬ 

crease  and  a  moratorium  on  classroom 
construction  are  almost  assured  as  the 
1969  Indiana  General  Assembly  adjourned 
early  Tuesday  morning  leaving  four  fi¬ 
nancially  distraught  state  universities 
in  its  dust. 

According  to  John  W.  Hicks,  ex¬ 
ecutive  assistant  to  University  Pres¬ 
ident  Frederick  L.  Hovde,  the  General 
Asse  bly's  approprations  for  the  uni¬ 
versity  will  leave  the  school  "rather 
hardpressed  for  funds". 

Hicks  explained  that  the  current 
university  budget  is  $42.1  million.  The 
legislature  appropriated  $41.2  mil- 
lion--a  decrease  of  $900 , 000--for  the 
1969-70  operating  budget  and  $45.9  mil¬ 
lion  for  the  1970-71  school  year.  A- 
bout  1,400  additional  students  are  ex¬ 
pected  both  years,  Hicks  added. 

As  a  result  of  the  budget  cuts , 
the  university  administration  will  have 
no  choice  but  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  their  special  meeting 
set  for  March  19  that  tuition  be  in¬ 
creased  for  both  in-state  and  non-res¬ 
ident  students,  Hicks  said. 

According  to  Hicks,  the  increase 
"would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $300 
per  year"  for  resident  students  and  as 
much  as  $4oo  to  $500  a  year  for  out-of- 
state  students. 

In  addition  to  tuition  increases, 
Hicks  said  that  the  picture  also  looks 
bleak  for  academic  building  consturc- 
tion.  He  said  that  preliminary  plans 
for  a  major  classroom-office  building 
will  have  to  be  scrapped. 

"We'll  still  be  able  to  go  ahead 
with  the  new  chemistry  building ,  but 
that's  the  end  of  the  building  program 
for  the  next  several  years,"  he  added. 

The  regional  campuses  fared  a  lit¬ 
tle  better,  Hicks  said.  The  current 
operating  budget  for  the  campuses  is 
$8  million  and  it  will  be  $8.4  million 
during  the  1969-70  term  and  $9.7  mil¬ 
lion  for  1970-71. 

Hicks  speculated  that  one  of  the 
far-reaching  effects  of  the  low  appro¬ 
priations  would  be  eventual  restric¬ 
tions  placed  on  the  number  of  incoming 
students . 

According  to  Hicks ,  the  only  res¬ 
trictions  placed  on  enrollments  now  are 
in  the  realtively  new  school  of  tech¬ 
nology.  Students  with  insubstantial  a- 
cademic  abilities  are  also  restricted, 
he  said. 

Since  Purdue  has  the  only  school 
of  agriculture  in  the  state  and  the 
only  state  supported  pharmacy  and  en¬ 
gineer'  ig  schools,  if  the  time  ever 
comes  to  hold  down  enrollments ,  "we 
will  be  slower  to  restrict  students  en- 
terino  our  unique  areas."  Hicks  said. 

"Nobody  (In  the  Administration) 
wants  to  restrict  enrollments  in  any  of 
the  schools"  but  the  first  to  have  stu¬ 
dent  cutbacks  will  be  in  areas  dupli¬ 
cated  by  other  Indiana  universities,  he 
..  aid . 

Presumably,  the  schools  that  will 
feel  students  cuts  first  are  humanities 
and  education,  science,  industrial  man¬ 
agement,  home  economics  and  others. 

Accord)  j  to  Hicks,  the  major  rea¬ 
son  for  the  scanty  appropriations  was 
the  current  Indiana  fiscal  crisis. 
"Most  of  the  state-supported  agencies 
suffered"  but  the  universities  probably 
were  hurt  the  most,  he  commented. 

"Had  the  state  enacted  a  major  new 
tax  program,  we  probably  would  have  re¬ 
ceived  more  money,"  he  said.  As  it  is 
now,  the  state  may  not  have  enough  re¬ 
venue  to  cover  its  statewide  budget. 

Indiana  Governor  Edgar  Whitcomb 
compaigned  on  the  promise  that  state 
taxes  would  not  increase.  According  to 
a  story  from  United  Press  International 
Whitcomb  said  he  was  "pleased"  that  the 
corporate  income  tax  was  not  doubled 
and  that  sales  and  income  taxes  were 
not  increased .  continued  on  page  3

Let  students  who  can't  afford  in¬ 
creased  tuition  go  to  work.  Labor  is 
noble;  the  sweat  of  the  brow  was  good 
enough  for  our  forefathers.  History 
will  look  back  and  praise  the  1969  Ind¬ 
iana  State  Legislature  for  their  wisdom 
and  foresight  in  cutting  college  bud¬ 
gets.  Burns  Harbor  and  super-highways 
are  of  the  utmost  importance;  for  how 
shall  we  ever  get  to  heaven  if  we  don't 
build  super-highways. 
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Earlier  this  year  the  Senate  com¬ 
mitted  us  to  sponsor  the  Miss  LaPorte 
County  Pageant.  This  will  be  the  sec¬ 
ond  year  P.N.C.  has  sponsored  this  e- 
vent.  Huge  amounts  of  time  are  needed 
to  sponsor  the  pageant,  so  an  explana¬ 
tion  might  be  in  order  as  to  why  we 
committed  ourselves  to  this  task. 

A  well  or¬ 
ganized  and  well-executed  pageant  can 
be  a  source  of  considerable  income. 
Last  year  the  Miss  LaPorte  County  Pag¬ 
eant  was  one  of  two  county  pageants  in 
the  state  to  show  a  profit.  This  prof¬ 
it  was  the  result  of  some  good  planning 
and  gallons  of  sweat.  These  same  ingre¬ 
dients  can  insure  similar  success  this 
year . 

There  is  another  element  of  far 
greater  importance  than  money,  however. 
Every  university  has  a  responsibility 
to  share  constructively  in  the  life  of 
its  community.  It  should  be  a  center  of 
culture,  a  hub  of  activity, a  liason  be¬ 
tween  all  the  differing  elements  of  its 
society.  The  Miss  LaPorte  County  Pag¬ 
eant  is  a  step  in  this  direction.  Hope¬ 
fully  there  will  be  many  more.

The  third  prerequisite  is  harder  to 
attain.  It  is  simply  attentiveness  to 
language,  the  nuances  of  words.  Symbols 
and  images,  shifts  of  tone  and  devices 
of  structure,  are  particularly  import¬ 
ant.  Unlike  the  literatures  of  some 
other  periods,  modern  literature  relies 
heavily  on  oblique  rather  than  direct 
statement.  It  exploits  the  whole  range 
of  artistic  expression,  the  implicit 
and  the  explicit.  Hence,  we  find  reason 
for  the  charge  of  modern  literature's 
obscurity.  But  modern  literature  is  ob¬ 
scure  only  if  we  insist  on  responding 
to  it  with  the  rational  or  discursive 
mind.  The  events  in  a  poem  by  Frost  or 
a  play  by  Brecht,  two  notably  direct 
writers,  are  less  central  than  the  tex¬ 
ture  these  events  acquire.  In  reading 
modern  literature,  one  requires  some  of 
the  watchful  patience  needed  to  learn  a 
new  language.  You  need  to  read  with  the 
whole  being  alive. 

Students  who  like  fiction  might 
start  with  deceptively  simple  stories 
of  Hemingway's  In  Our  Time ,  or  those  of 
James  Joyce's  Dubliners ,  Fitzgerald's 
The  Great  Gatsby  or  D.  H.  Lawrence's 
Sons  And  Lovers  would  also  make  a  fine 
start  for  readers  who  prefer  a  more  ac¬ 
tive  plot  in  the  novel.  Readers  should 
provide  themselves  the  opportunity  for 
the  enjoyment  of  the  more  complex  mas¬ 
terpieces  of  our  time  too:  Joyce's' 
Ulysses ,  Mann's  The  Magic  Mountain ,  and 
Kafka's  The  Castle ■  Likewise  poetry 
lovers  may  begin  with  the  work  of  Frost 
and  early  Ezra  Pound  before  attempting 
Yeats,  Eliot,  Rilke,  or  Dylan  Thomas. 
In  the  end,  however,  the  less  studied 
and  self-conscious  the  approach  to  lit¬ 
erature  is,  the  more  likely  is  it  to 
bear  the  fruits  of  pleasure. 

I  also  believe  that  modern  litera¬ 
ture,  difficult  as  it  may  seem  to  be, 
is  worth  attempting.  Works  like  Salin¬ 
ger's  The  Catcher  In  the  Rye ,  Jack 
Kerouac ' s  On  the  Road ,  or  John  Knowles' 

A  Separate  Peace  are  closer  to  young 
people.  Writers  in  the  past  twenty 
years  are  generally  in  reaction  against 
the  generation  that  preceded  them. Their 
values  presuppose,  in  some  way  or  other 
the  values  of  the  older  masters,  most 
of  whom,  now  that  Faulkner,  Hemingway, 
and  Steinbeck  are  dead,  belong  to  the 
past . 

In  great  literature,  however , there 
is  no  past  and  no  built-in  obsoles¬ 
cence.  There  is  only  radical  continu¬ 
ity.  We  could  not  afford  to  live  in  the 
perishable  present  without  knowledge, 
deep  passionate  knowledge,  of  the  con¬ 
tinuous  present.  Men  like  Yeats,  Law¬ 
rence,  Kafka,  and  Faulkner  are  still 
prophets  of  the  continuous  present. 
They  tell  us  who  we  are,  and  how  we 
could  live.  That  "telling"  is  important 
in  our  fragmented  society.

Jack  Titolo  questioned  the  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  last  conventions  am 
the  goals  of  the  upcoming  convention 
The  limitless  possibilities  were  empha¬ 
sized.

Team;  $56  to  the  Glee  Club;  $175  to  the 
Agriculture  Club;  $250  to  the  S.E.C. ; 
$150  to  the  Chess  Team; $459 . 77  for  cap¬ 
ital  equipment-I . B .M.  typewriter;  $394 
to  the  Convocation  Committee;  $150  tc 
the  Contingency  Fund;  and  $100  plus  an} 
profit  from  the  LaPorte  County  Pageant 
to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Kathy  Essling  next  explained  the 
Man  and  Woman  of  the  Year  Award .  A  com¬ 
mittee  consisting  of  Kathy  Essling, 
chairman,  Beth  Schaviak,  Cathy  Nowicki, 
and  Randall  Eckley  was  appointed  to  re¬ 
search  the  award. 

The  next  two  items  on  the  agenda, 
the  Croquet  Tournament , and  the  Faculty- 
Student  Basketball  game, were  tabled  un¬ 
til  student  opinion  could  be  obtained 
at  the  Wednesday  "Brainstorming  Ses¬ 
sion  .  " 

A  film  festival  including  five  W.C. 
Fields  films  and  two  Road  Runner  car¬ 
toons  was  presented.  It  was  noted  that 
such  a  festival  would  cost  $70.00.  The 
Senate  approved  the  idea  and  put  it  un¬ 
der  the  Convocation  Committee  for  fur¬ 
ther  planning. 

Mr.  John  Waglairdo,  Faculty  Advisoi 
explained  the  Wednesday  Brainstorminc 
session.  He  stated  that  there  will  be 
no  limiting  factor  for  suggestions.  It 
was  requested  that  all  Senate  members 
be  present. 

The  last  item  was  the  purchase  of 
the  I.B.M.  typewriter.  Mary  Jo  Nova> 
was  asked  to  check  the  worth  of  a  $38 
per  year  maintenance  agreement.  A  dis¬ 
agreement  on  the  most  suitable  type 
style  arose.  Randall  Eckley  and  Mar} 
Jo  Novak  were  asked  to  compare  the  dif¬ 
ferent  styles,  and  note  the  ones  best 
for  the  needs  of  The  Newspaper  and  the 
Senate . 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:50. 
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Budget  cuts 

Hicks  said  that  there  also  "may 
have  been  a  feeling  in  the  state  legis¬ 
lature  that  the  Lafayette  and  Blooming¬ 
ton  (Indiana  University)  campuses  are 
getting  too  big." 

"I  don't  know  how  much  a  part  it 
played,  but  there  was  also  some  reac¬ 
tion  against  student  activism" 

"But  even  the  friendliest  legisla¬ 
ture  couldn't  have  given  us  a  major 
budget  increase  because  there  just 
aren't  enough  funds,"  he  added. 

Hicks  emphasized  that  the  tuition 
increase  was  regrettable,  "but  we  only 
had  two  alternatives.  We  could  either 
raise  tuition  or  let  the  campus  go 
downhill  rapidly." 

It  is  uncertain  now  what  impact 
the  hike  in  fees  will  have  on  students 
already  attending  the  university. 

Hicks  said  that  Indiana  University 
was  badly  hurt  by  state  budget  cuts. 
Ball  State  and  Indiana  State  were  more 
fortunate,  however.  "I  suppose  you 
can  argue  that  these  campuses  (BSU  and 
ISU)  need  more  money  because  they  have 
a  longer  way  to  go,"  he  commented. 

For  the  future,  Hicks  said  that  the 
administration  "will  approach  then  (the 
Indiana  General  Assembly)  as  we  have  in 
the  past  --  with  the  best  and  most 
information  we  can  give  them" 

"We  will  show  them  the  facts "of 
the  effects  of  tuition  increases  this 
biennium,  he  said.  "I  also  suspect 
that  the  increase  in  fees  may  generate 
a  great  deal  of  concern  among  parents 
and  students."  This  would  be  a  strong 
political  factor  for  the  next  session 
of  the  legislature,  he  speculated. 


BOILERMAKERS 
CLOSE  SEASON 

Rick  Mount  scored  40  points  to 
break  Big  Ten  and  Purdue  scoring  record 
as  the  Boilermakers  ended  their  regular 
basketball  season  with  a  120-76  rout  of 
Indiana . 

Mount's  total  gave  him  810  points 
for  all  games  this  season  and  493  in  14 
conference  games.  The  previous  Purdue 
season  record  was  781  by  Dave  Schell- 
hase  in  1965-66,  and  the  old  Big  Ten 
mark  was  474  by  Ohio  State's  Gary 
Bradds  in  1963-64. 

Co-captain  Bill  Keller  chipped  in 
with  -31  points  as  the  conference 
champions  broke  the  school  single-game 
scoring  record,  which  was  116  points. 

The  loss  meant  a  cellar  finish  for 
Indiana,  led  by  Joe  Cooke  and  Ken  John¬ 
son  with  18  each. 

The  Boilermakers  finished  with  a 
20-4  over-all  record  and  13-1  in  Big 
Ten  play. 


The  Junior  Engineers'  and  Scientists' 
Summer  Session  enables  pupils  to  orient 
themselves  in  the  sciences  and  engineer¬ 
ing,  thereby  avoiding  costly  program 
changes  later  in  college.  Purdue'  s 
broad  program  will  include  not  only  the 
sciences  and  engineering,  but  also  serve 
to  acquaint  the  pupils  with  veterinary 
medicine,  pharmacy,  statistics,  comput¬ 
ers,  and  other  fields  of  study. 

Purdue  officials  expect  about  250 
youngsters  to  enroll.  They  pay  their 
own  expenses.  The  fee  of  $145  includes 
board  and  room,  as  well  as  other  expen¬ 
ses  . 


An  opportunity  for  high  school  pu¬ 
pils  from  Indiana  and  neighboring  states 
to  decide  whether  or  not  they  wish  to 
become  the  "Scientists  of  Tomorrow"  will 
be  provided  in  a  two-week  summer  insti¬ 
tute  at  Purdue  University,  starting  June 
8. 


Five  Purdue  University  seniors  have 
been  named  as  winners  in  the  1969  Wood- 
row  Wilson  National  Fellowship  competi¬ 
tion.  Purdue  had  one  designate  and  four 
alternates .  The  selections  are  made  na¬ 
tion-wide  to  identify  those  students 
best  qualified  to  become  college  teach¬ 
ers  . 


An  intensive  three-week  program  of 
study  of  the  oral  dimensions  of  litera¬ 
ture  will  be  held  on  the  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity  campus  from  July  21  to  Aug.  8. 
The  summer  workshop  for  teachers  will 
feature  extensive  use  of  closed-circuit 
television  for  experimentation  and  ev¬ 
aluation  . 


Abandoned  courtyards  in  Oslo,  Nor¬ 
way,  are  being  reclaimed  for  living 
through  the  influence  of  a  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity  design  professor.  Victor  J. 
Papanek  met  with  a  group  of-  design 
school  students  at  Oslo  last  month  to 
lead  them  in  design  problems.  They  de¬ 
cided  the  little-used  courtyards  in  the 
middle  of  blocks  of  four  and  five-story 
apartment  buildings  near  the  heart  of 
Oslo  could  become  playgrounds  for  child¬ 
ren.  They  disigned  low-cost  play-ground 
equipment,  benches  and  shelters.  The 
students  are  now  spearheading  the  move 
to  get  the  renewal  project  underway.

Hibner  gives  speech 

On  Friday,  March  21,  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  Roy  Hibner , Rep-Michigan  City, 
addressed  a  group  of  government  stud¬ 
ents.  In  introducing  Mr.  Hibner,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Anita  Bowser  commented  that  only 
a  brave  politician  would  speak  before  a 
group  of  college  students  since  the 
legislature's  budget  cuts  had  necessi¬ 
tated  a  tuition  increase. 

Mr.  Hibner  opened  his  address  by 
explaining  the  various  steps  which  are 
required  for  a  bill  to  become  law.  Some 
comment  arose  to  whether  the  various 
committees  to  which  bills  are  assigned 
actually  follow  through  with  the  idea 
of  representative  government.  Since  the 
chairmen  of  the  various  committees  have 
control  over  what  bills  go  before  the 
legislature,  a  handful  of  politicians 
actually  decide  what  legislation  will 
be  passed.  Mr.  Hibner  stated  that  these 
committees  are  necessary  since  the 
great  number  of  bills  introduced  each 
session  prohibits  legislators  from 
reading  each  one. 

Mr.  Hibner  then  explained  a  few  of 
the  important  bills  that  were  passed. 
Among  these  was  a  bill  to  revoke  the 
driver's  license  of  any  person  suspec¬ 
ted  or  convicted  of  violating  the  drug 
laws,  and  the  automobile  inspection 
bill  which  has  been  revised  and  will  go 
into  effect  in  August.  Representative 
Hibner  then  commented  on  the  University 
budget  cuts.  He  assured  the  students 
that  the  House  of  Representatives  had 
done  everything  possible  to  prevent  the 
budget  cuts  but  the  governor's  tax  pol¬ 
icy  and  the  actions  of  the  Senate  had 
necessitated  the  cuts.

face  a  substantial  increase  in  fees 
this  fall, "said  Robert  F ,  Schwarz,  Dean 
and  Director  of  PNC  in  explanation  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity  Board  of  Trustees  today. 

In  establishing  higher  fees  to  com¬ 
pensate  for  a  reduction  in  appropria¬ 
tions  by  the  Indiana  General  Assembly 
this  year,  the  trustees  raised  resident 
undergraduate  fees  at  Purdue's  four  re¬ 
gional  campuses  from  $15  per  credit 
hour  to  $20  and  non-resident  undergrad¬ 
uate  fees  from  $23  to  $40  per  credit 
hour. 

At  the  same  time,  resident  graduate 
fees  were  raised  from  $18  to  $25,  and 
non-resident  graduate  fees  from  $26  to 
$40  per  credit  hour.  The  $4  per  credit 
hour  laboratory  fee  was  raised  to  $5. 

Dean  Schwarz  was  careful  to  point 
out  that  while  the  regional  campus  fee 
structure  differs  from  that  of  the  La¬ 
fayette  campus  corresponding  increases 
will  be  instituted  on  the  main  campus. 

"The  facts  of  life  in  higher  educa¬ 
tion  in  Indiana  today  are  such  that 
these  additional  fees  are  mandatory  if 
Purdue  University's  regional  campuses 
are  to  continue  to  provide  the  high 
quality  of  instruction  Indiana  citizens 
have  come  to  expect  of  their  education¬ 
al  system,"  said  Dean  Schwarz. 

"The  essence  of  the  situation  is 
that,  in  the  face  of  the  rising  costs 
of  all  goods  and  services  due  to  infla¬ 
tion,  and  the  growth  in  student  enroll¬ 
ment  at  PNC ,  the  state  appropriations 
for  the  two  years  beginning  July  1  will 
not  be  sufficient  without  this  fee  in¬ 
crease. 

"We  expect  150  new  full-time  stud¬ 
ents  next  fall  and  this  means  addition¬ 
al  faculty.  We  must  also  provide  some 
salary  increases  to  keep  the  excellent 
staff  we  now  have. 

"The  decision  to  raise  fees  was 
undertaken  only  after  a  thorough  and 
exhaustive  analysis  of  our  financial 
position,"  Schwarz  indicated. 

"The  alternative  to  a  fee  increase 
would  be  a  decrease  in  the  quality  of 
education  at  PNC ,  and  this  would  be  a 
direct  loss  to  those  we  are  here  to 
serve  —  the  students . " 


COURSE  BEGINS 

A  five-session,  non-credit  Continu¬ 
ing  Education  course  in  Advanced  Photo¬ 
graphy  will  get  under  way  this  Thursday 
evening  at  the  Purdue  North  Central 
Campus . 

Wendell  Nicholson,  area  photogra¬ 
pher  who  will  act  as  the  instructor  for 
the  class,  described  the  course  as  one 
"designed  for  those  who  have  had  a  ba¬ 
sic  photography  course  or  its  equiva¬ 
lent.  " 

"Students  will  learn  the  methods  of 
technique  and  expression  that  can  give 
them  complete  control  of  their  picture¬ 
making  in  either  color  or  black  and 
white. " 

Mr.  Nicholson  has  taught  basic,  ad¬ 
vanced  and  outdoor  photography  courses 
at  P.N.C.  for  the  last  two  years. 

He  has  taught  photography  courses 
in  Michigan  for  several  years  and  has  a 
four-star  rating  with  the  Photographic 
Society  of  America  for  proficiency  in 
International  Salon  Exhibiting. 

One  of  his  side  interests  in  con¬ 
servation,  and  he  has  addressed  many 
area  civic  organizations  with  slide 
programs  on  both  conservation  and  nat¬ 
ural  history. 

He  has  also  shown  an  active  inter¬ 
est  in  youth  and  youth  programs,  having 
acted  -as  a  judge  and  instructor  for  4-H 
photography  groups . 

Mr.  Nicholson  advised  prospective 
students  to  bring  in  addition  to  their 
camera,  a  light  meter,  a  tripod  and  ca¬ 
ble  release  at  the  first  session.

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A  MODEST  PROPOSAL  FOR  THE  SOLUTION 
OF  THE  BIAFRAN  PROBLEM* 


The  inability  of  the  developing  na¬ 
tions  of  the  world  to  solve  their  in¬ 
ternal  problems  emphasizes  the  need  for 
modern  methods  in  our  world.  A  lack  of 
imagination  has  hampered  these  nations 
in  availing  themselves  of  pragmatic 
solutions  to  their  most  basic  problems. 
The  most  glaring  example  of  this  inef¬ 
ficiency  is  Biafra. 

Biafra  could  be  a  small  thriving 
community  in  the  heartland  of  Africa; 


This  is  the  week  of  the  flight  of 
Apollo  9,  the  prelude  to  the  landing  of 
men  on  the  moon.  It  is  a  particularly 
appropriate  time  to  consider  what  this 
event  will  mean  $:o  the  world,  to  our 
country,  and  to  our  own  personal  lives. 
The  world,  the  country,  and  the  person¬ 
al  lives  of  young  people  will  be  espe¬ 
cially  affected,  and  they  aught  to  be, 
therefore,  particularly  concerned.  For 
this  reason  I  should  like  to  offer  a 
few  thoughts  of  my  own  about  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  the  space  program. 

I  can  only  hope  to  write  to  a  very 
limited  aspect  of  the  total  subject  and 
so  I  have  chosen  to  discuss  a  single 
specific  question.  "Why?"  it  is  asked, 
"why  spend  all  that  effort  and  money  to 
send  a  few  men  to  a  dead,  lifeless 
moon?  How  can  it  possibly  be  of  any 
value?  Couldn't  the  money  be  better 
spent  to  help  solve  the  many  social 
ills  that  beset  our  world?" 

And  it  does  seem  a  waste  of  treas¬ 
ure  and  effort  to  spend  $50,000,000  to 
launch  a  single  space  rocket,  to  spend 
many  billions  of  dollars  and  many  mil¬ 
lions  of  man  hours  to  mount  a  space 
program.  The  money  would  feed  so  many 
and  house  so  many  and  educate  so  many. 
And  yet,  and  yet...  It  has  been  just 
this  technology  that  has  presented  us 
with  nuclear  power,  that  not  too  far  in

the  future  can  provide  fresh  water  froi 
the  salt  and  brackish  waters  of  th« 
world  to  change  the  desert  into  produc¬ 
tive  farmland.  It  is  just  this  tech¬ 
nology  that  may  provide  us  with  a  vast 
new  source  of  energy  to  do  the  world's 
work,  the  fusion  reactor.  The  rea] 
basis  for  a  world  wide  solution  to  the 
problems  of  adequate  food,  housing,  and 
clothing  of  all  peoples  is  a  technology 
capable  of  extracting  from  our  re¬ 
sources  the  required  food,  materials, 
and  energy.  We  must  of  course  learn  tc 
do  much  more;  to  live  peaceably  togeth¬ 
er,  to  distribute  to  all  the  goods  we 
shall  be  able  to  produce  so  generously., 
But  without  the  technical  foundation  we 
can't  hope  to  provide  the  required 
goods  and  services.  I  don't  believe 
that  we  can  afford  not  to  devote  a  sub¬ 
stantial  part  of  the  world's  capital  of 
savings  and  man  power  to  the  further 
growth  of  our  technology.  The  day  may 
come  when  the  material  basis  of  our 
society  is  so  great  and  so  generously 
distrubuted  to  all,  that  we  can  all  en¬ 
joy  the  leisure  required-  to  expand  our 
understanding  and  to  enrich  our  lives 
with  the  things  of  the  spirit  and  the i 
mind.  The  space  program  has  been  a 
major  factor  in  the  very  real  growth  in 
our  technology  to  date.  I  don't  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  aban¬ 
don  it . 


instead,  people  are  starving.  The  rea¬ 
son  for  this  is  the  falacious  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  other  nations  of  the 
world  in  some  vague  way  disapprove  of 
genocide.  From  this  they  deduce  that 
these  humanitarian  interests  will  solve 
their  problem  by  feeding  them. 

This  is  ridiculous!  Not  only  will 
Biafra  not  receive  the  massive  aid  they 
need  (who  wants  to  offend  Nigeria?)  but 
they  have  within  their  own  tiny  domain 
a  simple  solution  to  their  problem.  If 
the  Biafrans  would  earmark  one  out  of 
every  five  offspring  to  be  raised  as 
food,  they  would  have  no  problem.  With¬ 
in  ten  years  they  could  not  only  alle¬ 
viate  the  food  shortage,  but  might  even 
gain  income  through  export.  Such  imag¬ 
ination  would  not  only  alleviate  malnu¬ 
trition  and  supplement  the  income,  but 
it  would  also  relieve  my  conscience.

Blizard-like  conditions  and  ex¬ 
tremely  hazardous  driving  could  be 
blamed  for  the  10th  highway  traffic  fa¬ 
tality  in  the  county  which  occured  dur- 
in  the  height  of  Wednesday's  storm  on 
U.S.  Road  421  three  miles  north  of 
Westville.  The  time  of  the  accident  was 
12:15  p.m. 

Dead  is  Seymore  Silverstone,  54.  He 
died  in  St.  Anthony  Hospital,  Michigan 
City,  of  chest  and  internal  injuries. 
Paul  Peeples,  56,  Rolling  Prairie,  is  a 
patient  of  St  Anthony's  suffering  frac¬ 
tures  ribs  and  possible  internal  injur¬ 
ies  in  the  same  crash. 

The  Peeples  car  was  traveling  north 
on  Road  421 , and  apparently  lost  control 
on  slick  roads  in  a  driving  snow  storm. 
The  Peeples  car  skidded  out  of  control 
and  crashed  almost  head  on  into  the 
Silverstone  auto.  A  car  driven  by 
Jackie  Wright,  Valparaiso,  who  was  not 
injured,  also  traveling  north  on  Road 
421,  was  unable  to  stop  and  crashed  in¬ 
to  the  two-car  wreckage. 

Astronomy  Course 
Offered  April  8th 

An  eight-session,  non-credit  Con¬ 
tinuing  Education  course  in  astronomy 
will  be  offered  at  Purdue  North  Central 
campus  from  7  "  9  p.m.  on  Tuesday  even¬ 
ings  beginning  April  8. 

The  course  is  entitled,  "The  New 
Frontier  -  An  Introduction  to  the  As¬ 
tronomy  of  our  Solar  System." 

Verner  J.  Raelson,  Assistant  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Physics  at  P.N.C.  will  be  the 
instructor. 

In  describing  the  course  content, 
Professor  Raelson  stated  that  "the 
course  is  to  be  a  descr i pt i ve ,non-math- 
ematical  introduction  to  the  field  of 
astronomy  and  in  particular  to  the  as¬ 
tronomy  of  our  own  solar  system. 

"It  should  prove  a  most  stimulat¬ 
ing  offering,"  Raelson  continued.  "The 
space  age  is  a  reality  and  already  man 
has  taken  his  first  steps  in  solar  ex¬ 
ploration.  The  course  should  appeal  to 
persons  of  all  ages  who  have  an  active 
curiosity  about  the  universe  in  which 
they  1 i ve ." 

Several  thought-provoking  areas 
will  be  covered.  Included  are  such  top¬ 
ics  as:  how  to  map  out  the  night  sky 

and  locate  any  object  we  might  wish  to 
observe;  how  can  the  motions  of  the  sun 
and  moon,  the  stars  and  the  planets  we 
observe  be  explained;  how  does  the  tel¬ 
escope  work  and  how  is  it  to  be  used  to 
observe  the  night  sky;  what  are  the 
principles  that  govern  interplanetary 
flight  and  the  motions  of  the  planetsr 
and  the i r  moons . 

In  addition,  two  of  the  eight  ses¬ 
sions  will  be  devoted  to  actual  obser¬ 
vation  of  the  sky  with  a  telescope. 

Registration  can  by  made  by  phone, 
mail  or  in  person  at  the  PNC  campus. 
The  registration  office  is  open  Monday 
through  Friday  from  8  a.m.  until  8  p.m. 


An  interview  with  Tom  Learman 
Chairman  of  the  Miss  LaPorte  County  Pa¬ 
geant,  has  revealed  that  the  pageant  is 
in  serious  trouble.  This  trouble  stems 
from  the  lack  of  finances.  Financing 
for  the  pageant  is  obtained  primarily 
through  the  sale  of  advertising  in  the 
pageant  booklet,  which  will  be  sold  at 
the  pageant.

Beth  Schaviak  and  Keith  Har¬ 
mon  held  a  meeting  for  people  wishing 
to  help  sell  advertising  and  help  with 
the  project.  Only  six  students  attended 
this  meeting,  all  of  which  were  on  the 
Senate.  Despite  the  apparent  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  student  bo¬ 
dy,  much  work  was  accomplished  at  this 
meeting.  Sales  packets  were  made  and 
assigned  to  specific  zones  in  Michigan 
City  and  LaPorte.  It  is  the  hope  that 
these  packets  will  encourage  people  to 
volunteer  their  time  to  sell  ads. 

Learman  is  optimistic  about  the 
pageant  success  although  things  appear 
bleak  at  the  moment.  He  announced  that 
the  pageant  will  be  held  at  the  West¬ 
ville  High  School  gymnasium  on  June  14, 
and  that  the  various  committees  are 
finalizing  their  respective  plans. 
Learman  also  expressed  his  hope  that 
the  student  body  would  be  more  active 
in  this  project  since,  they,  as  the 
school,  will  benefit  from  the  positive 
public  relations  the  pageant  will 
bring!

Dr.  J.P.  Jones,  Jr.  associate  med¬ 
ical  director,  medical  department , Chas .

Dr.  Jones  talked  to  members  of  the 
PNC  student  nursing  technology  program, 
area  physicians,  nurses,  dentists  and 
pharmaci sts . 

Dr.  Jones  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Tennessee  College  of  Medi¬ 
cine  (1956)  and  has  been  associate  med¬ 
ical  director  of  Pfizer  £  Co.,  since 
1964. 

His  scientific  activities  include 
membership  on  the  American  School 
Health  Association's  committee  on  Drug 
Abuse;  the  National  Coordinating  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Drug  Abuse,  Education  and  Infor¬ 
mation. 

He  has  also  acted  as  consultant  to 
the  National  Aeronautical  space  Admin¬ 
istration;  to  the  Division  of  Scienti¬ 
fic  Affairs,  American  Medical  Associa¬ 
tion  and  to  the  American  School  Health 
Assoc i at  ion . 

As  an  instructor,  Dr.  Jones  has 
been  a  guest  lecturer  at  both  Indiana 
and  Purdue  Universities. 

Arrangements  for  Dr.  Jones'  appear¬ 
ance  at  PNC  were  made  through  Dr.  Glenn 
R.  Knotts,  visiting  lecturer  in  pharma¬ 
cology  in  the  nursing  technology  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  campus.

Easter  is  over;  another  archaic 
holiday  has  been  laid  to  rest.  The  cash 
drawers  of  the  chain  stores  have  gath¬ 
ered  bounteously.  Citizens  have  renewed 
old  friendships  via  their  yearly  pil¬ 
grimage  to  Church.  Easter  baskets  have 
added  significance  to  many  a  youngsters 
childhood.  Aside  from  these  factors 
Easter  had  little  significance  this 
year.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  an¬ 
cient  resurrection  celebration  has  so 
little  meaning  in  our  modern  society. 

But  let  us  examine  this  thesis  more 
carefully,  i  believe  that  we  often  lose 
sight  of  the  context  in  which  the  first 
Easter  was  set.  The  world  into  which 
Christ  came  was  one  built  on  the  suf¬ 
fering  and  persecution  of  the  many  for 
the  aggrandizement  of  the  few.  Social 
injustice  was  rampant  on  a  scale  un¬ 
known  to  us  today.  Materialism  held 
sway  to  the  exclusion  of  all  spiritual 
concern.  Human  life  was  held  cheap  be¬ 
yond  consideration.  The  iron  wheel  of 
the  Roman  Empire  rolled  on,  lubricated 
by  the  blood  and  sweat  of  its  subjects. 

Into  this  world  came  one  man-Jesus 
Christ.  He  never  went  to  college,  held 
official  office, spoke  before  government 
officials  (except  at  his  trial),  or  at¬ 
tempted  to  amass  wealth  or  power.  Vet 
the  simple  principles  of  love,  justice 
and  mercy  that  he  taught  eventually 
proved  stronger  than  the  despotisms  of 
the  mightiest  empire  the  world  has  ever 
known.  His  respect  for  human  dignity  is 
today  reflected  in  hospitals,  old  folks 
homes,  and  welfare  agencies  -  institu¬ 
tions  virtually  unknown  to  the  world 
before  his  advent. 

This  simple  carpenter  faced  the 
same  problems  that  confront  the  world 
today.  There  was  war,  prejudice,  and 
poverty.  There  was  disease  and  misery. 
Rather  than  merely  decry  evil  condi¬ 
tions,  however,  he  showed  that  by  faith 
in  God  and  faith  in  and  respect  for, 
our  fellow  man  these  adveristies  could 
be  overcome.  He  taught  us  that  the 
realization  of  the  spirit  can  give  per¬ 
spective  to  the  problems  of  the  flesh. 

Whether  one  believes  Christ  was 
the  Son  of  God  or  merely  a  man  with  in¬ 
sights  beyond  the  rest  of  us  i s  of  lit¬ 
tle  moment,  except  on  a  personal  basis. 
But  if  each  of  us  would  rededicate 
himself  to  those  same  principles  upon 
which  Easter  depends,  the  world  could 
again  see  a  rebirth  of  justice  and 
brotherhood.

The  sixteenth  regular  meeting  of 
the  Purdue  North  Central  Student  Senate 
was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.  in  the 
Conference  Room.  Present  were  Doug  An¬ 
derson, Pat  Dodson,  Randall  Eckley,  Dave 
Goldman,  Keith  Harmon,  Tom  Kissinger, 
Jim  Nadeau, Mary  Jo  Novak, Cathy  Nowicki, 
Beth  Schaviak,  and  Jack  Titolo.  The 
treasurer  reported  no  new  receipts  or 
expend i tures . 

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  was 
the  Spring  Weekend  financing.  A  box 
lunch  sale  and  advance  ticket  sale  were 
suggested.  The  Senate  remained  undeci¬ 
ded  and  took  no  action.  It  was  noted 
that  the  minimum  of  $525-00  would  be 
needed.

Victor  Palmer,  trust  officer  for 
the  Citizens  Bank,  Michigan  City,  will 
i nstruct . 

Among  the  areas  to  be  covered  are 
the  problems  of  the  transfer  of  assets 
after  death, the  available  legal  avenues 
of  transfer.  Another  objective  of  the 
course  will  be  to  establish  the  proper 
foundation  and  background  for  estate 
pi ann i ng . 

As  Palmer  explained,  "the  Layman's 
concept  of  'ownership'  and  'estate'  are 
usually  not  synonymous  with  the  legal 
concept.  "'Ownership'  and  'estate'  may 
vary  greatly  depending  upon  the  type  of 
property  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
held." 

"There  are  blessings  and  pitfalls 
in  jointly-held  properties,"  Palmer 
added,  "and  we  shall  cover  a  vital  fac¬ 
tor  in  estate  planning  which  is  the 
professional  preparation  of  a  Last  Will 
and  Testament." 

One  of  the  sessions  will  be  devoted 
to  taxation  of  estates.  As  Palmer  says, 
"We  can  count  on  death  and  taxes. Taxes, 
both  state  and  federal, are  an  important 
factor  in  estate  planning."

PNC  TO  OFFER  HIGHWAY 

Beginning  June  16  and  concluding 
|  on  August  8,  Purdue  North  Central  cam¬ 
pus,  in  conjunction  with  the  Highway 
Commission  will  offer  the  second  "Sum- 
|  mer  Highway  Technician  Program." 

The  main  purpose  of  the  program  is 
to  provide  technically-qualified  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  Highway  Commission  to 
meet  the  present  and  future  manpower 
needs  in  highway  engineering  classifi- 
,  cations. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  tech¬ 
nician  program,  qualified  students  will 
be  employed  by  the  commission.  They 
will  attend  PNC  during  the  regular  sum- 
1  mer  session  with  full  tuition  paid  plus 
a  salary  of  $330  a  month.  Upon  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  course,  students  will  re¬ 
port  to  the  commission  for  work. 

Qualifications  listed  by  the  com- 
4  mission  include  graduation  from  high 
school  in  the  upper  2/3  of  their  class; 

1  normal  good  health  and  have  reached  the 
j  age  of  18  on  or  before  August  6;  have 
an  interest  and  aptitude  for  engineer- 
j  ing  work;  and  reasonable  availability 
|  for  at  least  one  year  of  continuous  em- 
i  ployment.  No  physical  examination  is 
required. 

Richard  L.  Taylor,  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  civil  rngineering  at  PNC,  who 
1  will  head  the  program  offered  these 
suggestions  to  interested  students. 

"A  high  school  senior  who  meets  the 
requirements  may  be  referred  by  his 
j  high  school  principal  to  the  District 
j  Office  of  the  Highway  Commission  at 
j  LaPorte  as  an  Applicant  for  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  program." 

"The  applicant  will  prepare  an  ap¬ 
plication  for  employment  form  and  be 
interviewed  by  a  representative  of  the 
Highway  Commission.  The  program  will 
then  be  fully  explained  and  discussed

to  determine  if  both  the  applicant  and 
the  commission  are  agreeable  to  the 
conditions  for  employment  for  the  pro¬ 
gram." 

Applicants  selected  for  the  train¬ 
ing  program  will  report  to  the  PNC  cam¬ 
pus  for  registration  and  enrollment  in 
the  program  on  June  12-13,  between  the 
hours  of  5  and  8  p.m. 

Professor  Taylor  explained  that 
"the  Highway  Commission  will  pay  the 
cost  of  tuition  for  the  course  in  the 
amount  of  $213  per  student." 

"However,"  he  added,  "student  em¬ 
ployees  will  be  required  to  purchase 
the  necessary  books  and  equipment  for 
the  course  from  their  own  funds.  This 
will  amount  to  approximately  $50." 

"Additionally,  the  student  must 
arrange  and  pay  his  normal  living  ex¬ 
penses  including  meals  and  lodging. 
Students  will  receive  their  first  pay- 
check  within  30  days  of  their  initial 
employment." 

Commission  spokesmen  added  that 
the  Highway  Commission  offers  a  leave 
of  absence  after  one  year  of  employment 
for  educational  purposes.  A  number  of 
men  have  taken  advantage  of  these  op¬ 
portunities  and  the  night  courses  of¬ 
fered  at  PNC  to  complete  the  two  year 
degree  Divil  Engineering  Technology. 

Completion  of  the  two  year  degree 
and  additional  practical  experience 
will  qualify  graduates  as  chiefs  of 
surveying  parties,  field  engineers  in 
charge  of  construction  projects,  labo¬ 
ratory  technicians,  and  aids  to  design 
engineers. 

Salaries  for  the  two  year  graduate 
range  from  $500  to  $550  a  month.

Konzelmann,  admissions  officer  at  PNC 


The  Purdue  track  team  canceled  a 
meet  with  the  University  of  Iowa  yes- 
terdat  after  a  bomb  scare  grounded  the 
team  chartered  air  liner  at  the  Purdue 
airport.  Officials  said  the  event  may 
be  rescheduled  later. 

The  bomb  scare  reportedly  was 
by  comments  of  a  former  Purdue  track 
team  member,  Eric  McCoskill,  who  was 
lending  moral  support  to  two  athletes 
banned  from  the  meet  because  they 
failed  to  shave  off  their  moustaches. 

McCaskill,  who  quit  Purdue's  track 
team  two  weeks  ago  over  a  racial  issue, 
was  arrested  on  a  disorderly  conduct 
charge  and  taken  to  the  Tippecanoe 
County  jail. 

Kent  Hannon  of  the  Purdue  Exponent 
student  newspaper  said  he  was  walking 
toward  the  plane  with  the  former  mem¬ 
ber,  McCoskill,  and  three  Negro  ath¬ 
letes  who  had  been  told  to  shave. 

Mel  Harris  and  Jimmy  Jackson  still 
sported  their  moustaches,  Hannon  said; 
Don  Price  did  not. 

Hannon  said  Harris  and  Jackson 
asked  what  would  happen  if  they  were 
told  they  couldn't  go  to  the  Iowa  meet, 
and  McCaskill  jokingly  replied,  "Well, 
I've  got  a  bomb  here." 

McCoskill,  gestured  toward  a  bag 
of  athletic  equipment  he  was  carrying 
when  he  made  the  remark,  Hannon  said. 

He  said  the  assistant  track  coach, 
Roger  Kerr,  was  walking  nearby,  heard 
the  remark  and  warned  McCoskill  he 
shouldn't  joke  about  bombs  on  planes. 

"I  didn't  mean  anything  serious," 
McCoskill  later  told  police  officers. 
"I  was  just  talking  to  some  friends  and 
said  that  as  a  joke." 

Track  Coach  David  Rankin  said  a 
rule  governing  all  sports  at  Purdue  is 
that  athletes  must  be  clean  shaven  be¬ 
fore  a  meet.  Before  the  plane  was 
grounded,  Hannon  said,  Harris  and  Jack- 
son  were  told  they  could  not  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  meet. 

Don  Coppolillo  of  Purdue  Aeronau¬ 
tics  corporation,  which  owns  the  plane, 
said  the  corporation  is  a  charter  air 
line  and  must  abide  by  federal  rules 
governing  bomb  threats. 

The  Federal  Aviation  agency,  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  and 
local  police  were  called  and  all  pas¬ 
sengers  left  the  plane.  A  demolition 

squad  was  called  from  Fort  Harrison  in 
Indianapolis,  but  found  no  explosives 
on  the  plane,  the  FBI  said.

We  are  all  hoping 
soon  to  see  you  there  in  the  land 
of  freedom  and  home  of  the  brave. 
We  think  everyday  of  you  and  pray 
God  some  day  we  shall  be  allowed 
to  live  as  do  you. 

I  shall  now  recount  you 
small  incident  showing  how  much 
you  have  to  be  thankful  for. 
Recently  we  had  here  program  on 
CBS  (Communist  Broadcasting  Sys¬ 
tem)  called  Smotski  Brothers. 
These  men  sometimes  had  said 
Russia  was  sometimes  not  right. 
They  laughed  often  at  those  who 
seek  only  after  rubles.  They 
even  laughed  at  the  Party  some¬ 
time.  They  made  us  think.  Party 
censors  took  them  off  the  Party 
station. 

I  know  nothing  like  this 
could  happen  in  U.S.  of  A.  We 
thank  God  everyday  that  there  is 
still  freedom  in  your  country. 

Give  my  love  to  your  mama 
and  papa.

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FACULTY  FORUM

If  a  comparison  were  made  between 
Indiana's  constitution  and  the  consti¬ 
tutions  of  the  other  states  of  the  Un¬ 
ion,  the  outcome  would  show  that  Indi¬ 
ana's  constitution  is  much  worse  than 
most  of  the  constitutions  of  the  other 
forty-nine  states. 

Indiana's  present  document,  adopted 
in  1851,  has  more  things  wrong  with  it 
than  the  constitution  of  1 8 1 6  that  it 
replaced.  Unlike  the  older  United 
States  constitution,  Indiana's  consti¬ 
tution  is  restrictive,  inflexible,  and 
obsolete. 

Drafted  for  an  agrarian  society,  it 
presupposes  that  the  best  way  to  choose 
experts  is  by  popular  vote, and  the  best 
way  to  have  honest  government  is  to 
keep  every  office  of  government  inde¬ 
pendent  of  every  other  office.  These 
doctrines  produce  gross  inefficiency 
and  waste.  As  a  result  the  governor  is 
not  the  business  head  of  the  state  nor 
does  he  appoint  heads  of  his  various 
executive  departments.  Instead  the  sec¬ 
retary  of  state  overseers  the  business 
corporation,  is  head  of  the  securities 
department,  issues  automobile  licenses, 
is  head  of  the  state  police,  is  in  no 
way  responsible  to  the  governor, and  is, 
in  fact,  a  sort  of  chief  executive  him¬ 
self.  The  attorney-general  is  also  e- 
lected  by  the  people  and  is  entirely 
independent  of  the  governor.  So  far  as 
the  executive  branch  of  the  government 
is  concerned,  the  Indiana  state  govern¬ 
ment  is  a  conglomerate  of  petty  execu¬ 
tives  with  no  one  in  supreme  command. 

The  Indiana  constitution,  moreover, 
keeps  voters  from  reelecting  a  governor 
whether  they  would  like  to  or  not,  and 
encourages  legislation  by  desperation 
in  that  it  limits  regular  sessions  or 
the  General  Assembly  to  61  days  every 
two  years.  During  this  brief  time  leg¬ 
islators  are  expected  to  analyze  bil- 
lion-dollar  budgets  and  to  intelligent¬ 
ly  pass  on  fifteen  hundred  or  more 
bills  covering  all  kinds  of  diverse- 
subject  matter. 

The  constitution  vests  the  judi¬ 
cial  power  of  the  state  in  many  differ¬ 
ent  independent  courts  presided  over 
by  elected  judges.  Because  the  judges 
are  elected,  control  of  cases  seems  to 
pass  to  trial  lawyers.  The  reason  for 
this  might  be  that  the  lawyer  could  see 
to  it  that  the  judge  is  defeated  in  the 
next  election  is  concessions  were  not 
made  to  the  lawyer's  client. 

Since  the  courts  are  not  organized 
into  one  court  system,  but  many  cases 
are  moved  from  one  court  to  another  for 
new  trials  or  reversals,  attorneys  play 
the  game  of  legal  procedure  by  looking 
for  errors  in  the  record,  or  even  by 
introducing  errors  into  the  record. 
Courts,  therefore,  spend  half  their 
time  litigating  the  rules  of  legal  pro¬ 
cedure,  instead  of  deciding  substantive 
i ssues . 

Judges  to  be  elected  to  the  Supreme 
and  Appellate  courts  are  nominated  in 
state  conventions  after  the  other  state 
officers  have  been  nominated,  and  are 
frequently  nominated  as  the  result  of 
trades  made  in  efforts  to  nominate  can¬ 
didates  for  other  offices.  This  often 
produces  judicial  mediocrity  in  our 
courts.  The  judiciary  should  be  reor¬ 
ganized  and  taken  out  of  politics.  This 
can  only  be  done  by  constitutional  am- 
mendment  or  revision. 

Among  the  obsolete  precepts  crowd¬ 
ing  the  Indiana  constitution  are  provi¬ 
sions  on  fighting  duels  and  for  com¬ 
pleting  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal.  Ref¬ 
erence  is  made  to  deputy  postmasters 
who  earn  fewer  that  $90  a  year  and  to 
counties  that  have  fewer  that  1,000 
popu 1  at  ion . 

Furthermore,  the  Indiana  constitu¬ 
tion  is  in  part  unconstitutional.  It 
violates  the  Nineteenth  amendment  of 
the  federal  constitution  by  not  recog¬ 
nizing  women  for  reapportionment  pur¬ 
poses.  The  document  dictates  that  there 
shall  be  an  enumeration  of  male  voters 


every  six  years.  An  enumeration  cou 1  a  j 
more  practically  be  had  every  ten 
years.  The  state  could  use  the  federal 
census  figures  for  this  purpose  and 
thereby  avoid  the  costly  process  of 
taking  a  census  of  its  own. 

While  the  constitution  calls  for  I 
legislative  reapportionment  every  six  I 
years,  this  provision  was  violated  for  I 
more  than  a  forty-year  period  starting  I 
in  1921  by  the  legislators  who  swore  A 
when  they  took  office  to  uphold  the  M 
constitution.  Finally,  the  constitution 
al  decree  was  partially  obeyed  after 
federal  courts  stepped  in  and  forced  | 
reapportionment  and  redistricting.  If  I 
the  constitution  were  a  respected  docu-  j 
ment,  legislators,  the  courts,  and  the  j 
voters  would  see  to  it  that  such  abuses  I 
would  not  occur. 

Because  of  all  of  these  constitu-  ] 
tional  defects  and  many  more,  a  new  con- a 
st i tut  ion  is  meeded  for  Indiana.  How-  j 
ever,  recommendations  have  been  made  1 
that  change  should  take  place  through  J 
the  amendment  procedure  rather  than  I 
through  adoption  of  a  new  constitution. 

The  cumbersome  amendment  process 
of  the  constitution  specifies  that  a  I 
constitutional  amendment  must  be  passed  ] 
by  two  successive  legislatures  and  then  j 
be  referred  to  the  people  in  the  fol-  I 
lowing  year  for  their  approval.  This  is  I 
a  very  long  uncertain  route  for  needed  | 
change  and  there  is  no  guauantee  that  I 
the  proposed  amendments  can  survive  the  I 
process.  A  very  few  constitutional  a-  I 
mendments  have  succeeded  in  the  past,  n 
Even  if  they  were  to  succeed,  the  con-  j 
stutution  would  become  a  hodge-podge. 

Because  a  few  other  states  have  j 
recently  experienced  some  negative  re-  j 
suits  from  voters  in  presentation  of  1 
all-new  constitutions,  an  Indiana  Con- 
stitutional  Revision  Commission  has  J 
recommended  revision  through  amendment. 
The  fear  of  the  Commission  is  that  the 
voters  could  negate  an  entire  document 
because  of  one  offensive  clause.  The  J 
answer  to  this  argument  is  to  avoid  of-  | 
fensive  clauses.  Fear  of  the  outcome 
of  a  referendum  for  a  new  constitution 
should  not  be  the  cause  for  not  having 
one. 

Even  if  the  constitution  of  1851 
had  been  a  workable  expression  for  its  J 
time  (which  is  doubtful),  it  can  not, 
without  complete  revision,  fit  modern  ] 
needs.  Since  1851  our  civilization  has 
been  transformed  from  a  simple,  rural,  1 
horse-and-buggy  community  to  a  complex, 
urban,  mechanized  society.  With  these  j 
changes  a  new  social  order  has  come  1 
into  existence  demanding  attention. 
Hence  it  would  seem  that  Indiana  is  en-  j 
titled  to  have  as  good  a  constitution 
as  any  state  in  the  Union,  and  if  its  j 
present  constitution  is  not  as  good  as  1 
the  best,  there  is  an  overwhelming  pre-  ’} 
sumption  that  it  ought  to  be  changed.

Supreme  Court 
Refuses  to  Hear 
Students'  Case

AT  WORK  -- 


The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  refused  to 
consider  the  case  of  a  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  who  were  suspended  from  Bluefield 
State  College  in  West  Virginia.  The 
Students  had  been  suspended  after  they 
were  accused  of  disrupting  a  football 
game  in  October  1967  and  following  the 
college  president  to  a  parking  lot 
where  they  rocked  his  car  and  beat  u- 
pon  it. 

In  denying  the  review,  a  member  of 
the  court.  Justice  Abe  Fortas,  spoke 
out  about  the  meaning  of  freedom  of 
speech  as  it  applies  to  student  pro¬ 
test: 

"The  petitioners  were  suspended 
from  college  not  for  expressing  their 
opinions  on  a  matter  of  substance,  but 
for  violent  and  destructive  interfer¬ 
ence  with  the  rights  of  others.  An  a- 
dequate  hearing  was  afforded  them  on 
the  issue  of  suspension.  The  petition¬ 
ers  contend  that  their  conduct  was  pro¬ 
tected  by  the  First  Amendment,  but  the 
findings  of  the  District  Court,  which 
were  accepted  by  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
establish  that  the  petitioners  here  en¬ 
gaged  in  an  aggressive  and  violent  dem¬ 
onstration,  and  not  in  peaceful,  non- 
disruptive  expression. .. .The  petition¬ 
ers1  conduct  was  therefore  clearly  not 
protected  by  the  First  and  Fourteenth 
Amendments . "

The  Boiler¬ 
makers,  runnerup  to  UCLA  in  the  NCAA 
tourney,  averaged  93  points  per  game, 
scoring  2,605  in  28  matches.  Purdue 
was  also  represented  among  the  nations 
leading  individual  scorers  as  All  Amer¬ 
ica  Rick  Mount  finished  second  in  scor¬ 
ing  to  Louisiana's  Pistol  Pete  Mara- 
vich.  Mount  averaged  33.3  points  a 
game  while  Maravich  had  a  fantastic 
44.2  average.

Student  Senate  Meets 


The  seventeenth  regular  meeting  of 
the  P.N.C.  Student  Senate  was  called  to 
order  by  Dave  Goldman  at  4:30  p.m.  in 
the  Conference  Room.  Roll  was  noted 
and  the  minutes  were  accepted.  The 
treasurer  gave  no  report. 

The  first  item  of  business  was  the 
Hiss  LaPorte  County  Pageant.  It  was  re¬ 
ported  that  sales  packets  had  been  put 
together  to  better  enlist  student  coop¬ 
eration.  Beth  Schaviak  and  Doug  Ander¬ 
son  told  the  Senate  of  their  findings 
concerning  a  commission  system  for  ad 
salesmen.  The  stated  that  the  Senate 
needed  to  propose  a  policy  statement 
which  would  have  to  be  approved  by  the 
administration.  Doug  Anderson  moved 
that  the  Senate  institute  a  commission 
system;  the  motion  was  defeated.  Next 
it  was  announced  that  Kit  Fields,  the 
current  Miss  Indiana,  would  be  visiting 
PNC  Thursday,  April  10th,  from  2  until 
3,  and  that  a  small  reception  should  be 
planned.  Tom  Learman,  chairman  of  the 
pageant,  was  put  in  charge. 

The  recording  secretary  next  took 
the  names  of  those  Senators  who  will  be 
attending  the  A.R.C.  Convention  at  Ind¬ 
ianapolis  on  April  18  and  19-  Those 
planning  to  attend  are  Beth  Schaviak, 
Kathy  Essl ing, Dave  Gol dman ,vot i ng  dele- 
gantes;  also,  Doug  Anderson,  Keith 
Harmon,  Cathy  Nowicki,  Randall  Eckley, 
and  Jack  Titolo. 

The  Spring  Weekend  was  discussed 
next.  Randall  Eckley  suggested  that 
tickets  be  printed  or  that  a  special 
punch  be  obtained  and  used  with  student 
I.D.'s.  He  noted  that  the  overall  cost 
would  be  $3.50  per  student.  It  was 
noted  that  the  dance  would  be  open  to 
public,  but  all  other  activities  would 
only  be  open  to  students  of  PNC  and 
their  invited  guests.

The  corres¬ 
ponding  secretary  was  asked  to  inform 
the  complaintee  to  appear  before  the 
Senate  at  the  next  meeting.  Dave  Goldr 
man  introduced  to  the  Senate  the  stan¬ 
dard  form  which  should  be  used  in  writ 
ing  up  Senate  decisions  on  traffic  vio¬ 
lations. 

As  requested,  The  Newspape r  presen¬ 
ted  a  Mid-Semester  Budget  Report.  The 
report  was  approved. 

A  memorandum  from  Dean  Blackwell 
concerning  the  arrangements  to  publish 
a  list  of  textbooks  in  advaoce  of  each 
semester  was  read.  The  secretary  was 
asked  to  post  a  copy  of  the  memorandum 
for  all  students  to  read.  Mary  Jo  Novak 
suggested  that  a  system  be  intiated 
whereby  the  students  are  polled  as  to 
which  books  they  will  sell  and  buy. Mary 
Jo  Novak, Keith  Harmon,  and  Randall  Eck¬ 
ley  volunteered  to  set  up  such  a 
system. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Goliards1 
was  presented  and  approved. 

Finally  Mr.  John  Wagliardo  told  the 
Senate  of  the  visit  of  Rabbi  Karl  Rich¬ 
ter  and  Rabbi  Elliot  Rosenstock  to  PNC 
on  Tuesday.  He  told  them  of  the  lunch 
at  the  Holiday  Inn  at  11:30  am  to  which 
all  Senators  were  invited. He  noted  that 
Senator  Shawley  would  speak  to  students 
at  PNC  on  Wednesday  at  10:30.

A  faculty  representative  be 
seated  on  the  Student  Senate  with 
debating  but  non-voting  membership. 

SECTION  3*  An  open-end  committee  be 
established  to  discuss  the  relevance 
of  Purdue  North  Central  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  to  the  community. 

SECTION  A.  The  Faculty  Senate  maxe 
known  to  the  student  body  al 1  meas¬ 
ures  involving  the  student.

Road  Rally,  Faculty- 
Student  Sports 
Challenge  Affected 

On  April  16,  the  Purdue  North  Cen¬ 
tral  faculty  at  their  regular  meeting 
killed  the  proposed  class  dismissal  for 
the  Spring  Weekend. The  actual  times  and 
dates  in  question  were  Friday  afternoon 
May  9,  and  Saturday  morning,  May  10. 
The  activities  that  will  be  affected 
are  the  Student-Faculty  Sports  Chal¬ 
lenge  and  the  Road  Rally. 

Although  no  formal  notification  of 
this  decision  has  been  given,  several 
faculty  members  have  relayed  the  fac¬ 
ulty's  action  to  the  Student  Senate. 
Since  no  official  notification  of  the 
faculty's  decision  has  been  presented, 
the  actual  reasons  for  the  action  can 
not  be  determined.  However,  disucssion 
with  various  faculty  members  has  given 
some  indication  of  their  reasons.  The 
main  objection,  according  to  these  un¬ 
official  sources,  is  that  the  faculty 
feels  the  Student  Senate  has  usurped 
the  power  of  the  faculty  by  planning 
the  weekend  class  dismissal  before  con¬ 
sulting  the  faculty. 

An  interview  with  Senate  president 
David  Goldman  revealed  that  the  weekend 
committee  had  sent  a  letter  through 
proper  channels  two  weeks  before  Easter 
vacation.  Goldman  indicated  that  the 
Spring  Weekend  committee  could  no  long¬ 
er  delay  plans  because  of  faculty  pro¬ 
crastination.  Another  reason  for  the 
faculty's  action  was  that  there  was  a 
3  hour  class  during  the  period  of  the 
proposed  class  dismissal  which  repre¬ 
sents  an  entire  week's  work.  Goldman 
stated  that  an  exception  would  have  to 
be  made  for  this  class  if  class  dismis¬ 
sal  was  approved. 

Although  class  dismissal  has  not 
been  approved,  plans  for  the  Spring 
Weekend  are  still  on.  The  two  events 
which  are  affected  will  probably  be  re¬ 
scheduled  for  sometime  Saturday  after¬ 
noon.  Official  notice  of  this  re¬ 
scheduling  will  appear  in  next  week's 
newspaper. 

SENATE  GIVES  GO 
AHEAD  TO  PAGEANT 

A  SPECIAL  SESSION  of  the  Student  Senate 
was  held  Wednesday,  April  23  to  decide 
the  fate  of  the  Miss  LaPorte  County 
Pageant.  Because  of  the  new  enthusiasm 
that  had  been  engendered  by  members  of 
the  student  body,  the  Senate  voted  to 
go  through  with  the  pageant,  in  spite 
of  the  serious  difficulties  now  hamper¬ 
ing  it.

Ideas  are  the  cornerstone  on  which 
society  is  built.

The  April  1 4th  meeting  of  the  Stud¬ 
ent  Senate  was  called  to  order  at  4:30 
p.m.  in  the  Conference  Room.  Roll  was 
called  and  the* minutes  were  accepted 
as  read.  The  treasurer  reported  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  $321.00  in  the  S.E.C.  Treasury. 

In  the  first  order  of  business  the 
Senate  decided  to  lower  the  fine  of  the 
complaintee,  Mr.  Justice,  from  $5-00  to 
$1.00  upon  the  hearing  and  discussing 
of  the  facts  of  the  traffic  violation. 
Dave  Goldman  read  two  communications 
concerning  the  A.R.C.  Convention  to  be 
held  the  weekend  of  April  18  and  19. 
The  members  of  the  Senate  attending  the 
convention  were  assigned  to  the  various 
workshops  and  asked  to  make  written 
reports  on  their  assignments.  Also, 
matters  of  transportation  and  departing 
times  were  discussed. 

The  Senators  were  again  told  that 
the  Miss  LaPorte  County  Pageant  was  in 
serious  trouble.  It  was  decided  that 
on  Tuesday,  all  Senators  were  to  assist 
in  the  making  of  ad  sales  packets,  and 
absences  would  be  unexcused.  The  Sen¬ 
ators  were  told  to  report  in  anytime 
after  11:30  a.m. 


The  Spring  Weekend  was  the  next 
item  of  business.  General  chairman,  T. 
Christensen,  announced  that  an  impor¬ 
tant  meeting  of  all  committee  chairmen 
would  be  held  Wednesday,  at  4:30  p.m. 
in  the  Newspaper  Office.  It  was  also 
reported  that  the  tickets  for  advance 
ticket  sales  had  been  given  out  to  the 
Senators . 

Dave  Goldman,  noting  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  a  deficit  in  funds  for  the  fin¬ 
ance  of  the  Spring  Weekend,  suggested  a 
dance.  This  idea  was  immediately  dis¬ 
regarded.  However,  it  was  offered  that 
the  clubs  of  PNC  be  asked  to  co-sponsor 
the  weekend,  using  the  reserve  funds  to 
finance  the  weekend.  At  this  time,  the 
creation  of  a  special  sub-committee  of 
the  Senate,  an  interclub  committee,  was 
suggested.  The  president  appointed 
Kathy  Ess  ling  as  the  chairman  of  such 
a  committee.  Cathy  Nowicki  was  asked  to 
send  all  club  presidents  a  letter  ad¬ 
vising  them  of  the  interclub  committee 
and  the  first  metting,  to  be  held  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Student 
Senate . 


The  ancient  Greeks  believed  that  if 
a  man  encountered  great  ideas  and  was 
taught  to  think  logically  and  dispas¬ 
sionately,  he  would  educate  himself  in 
the  realm  of  facts.  Today  we  have  re¬ 
versed  this  procedure.  We  now  educate 
ourselves  with  facts  until  they  run 
from  our  ears,  but  put  little  emphasis 
on  ideas. 

Modern  "education"  is  geared  to 
preparing  students  to  fit  smoothly  into 
an  impersonal  technological  society.  No 
attempt  is  made,  however,  to  prepare 
students  to  pass  moral  judgement  on 
such  an  existence  or  to  teach  them  to 
interact  meaningfully  within  the  frame¬ 
work  of  that  society. 

This  is  the  chief  failing  of  pre¬ 
sent  educational  philosophy.  It  is  a 
weakness  which  expresses  itself  in  many 
ways.  The  quest  for  grades  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  ture  learning  is  one  expres¬ 
sion,  as  is  the  necessity  of  doing 
"busywork"  which  contributes  nothing 
but  a  body  of  facts. 

When  the  emphasis  is  again  placed 
on  ideas  and  the  ability  to  think,  the 
university  will  again  act  as  a  leader 
of  society  rather  than  a  follower;  and 
if  the  university  becomes  a  leader, 
there  is  at  least  a  chance  that  meaning 
will  be  returned  to  modern  man.

Attend  A.R.C. 
Convention 

I  n'd  i  anapol  i  s  was  the  site  of  the 

11  as t  Association  of  Regional  Campuses, 
(A.R.C.)  meeting  on  April  18-20  of  this 
year.  A.R.&.  is  an  association  of  seven 
I  campuses  whose  goals  are  the  betterment 
of  the  association  and  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  campuses. 

The  member  campuses  are  P.N.C., 
Indianapolis  and  Fort  Wayne  (Purdue  Re- 
I  gional  Campuses)  and  South  Bend.Jeffer- 
sonville,  Kokomo  and  Indianapolis  (I.U. 
Regional  Campuses). 

Members  of  the  P.N.C.  delegation 
were  Dave  Goldman,  Kathy  Essling,  Beth 
Schaviak,  Randall  Eckley,  Keith  Harmon, 

I  Doug  Anderson,  and  Cathy  Nowicki. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  to 
send  a  telegram  to  President  Hovde  of 
Purdue  University  asking  for  an  inves¬ 
tigation  of  the  Ft.  Wayne  business  of¬ 
fice.  The  business  office  on  one  occa- 
.sion  taxed  the  student  government  $435 
to  stage  a  four  hour  dance. 

Next  a  resolution  was  passed  and 
|  sent  to  the  President  of  Indiana  Uni- 

Iversity  asking  for  a  change  in  the 
grading  system.  Now  at  I.U.  if  one 
fails  a  class  and  retakes  it  he  retains 
grade.  (At  Purdue,  the  second  grade 
erases  the  first.) 

Election  of  officers  took  place 
that  Saturday.  Among  these  were  Kathy 
Essling,  who  was  choses  Vice-Chairman. 
Committees  were  then  set  up,  such  as 
the  Mass  booking,  and  Athletics  commit¬ 
tees.  Jack  Titolo,  P.N.C.  Student  Sen- 
I  ator.was  picked  to  serve  on  the  latter. 

Next  a  resolution  was  sent  to  the 
Presidents  and  Chancellors  of  all  the 
state  universities.  In  one  of  the  most 
important  resolutions  made  by  A.R.C., 
the  request  was  made  that  students  be 
I  allowed  to  sit  in  on  the  Budget  Commit- 
j  tee  hearings  of  the  various  universi¬ 
ties.  This  would  clear  up  many  miscon¬ 
ceptions  concern i ng .among  other  things, 

|  the  fee  increase. 

Lastly,  a  site  for  the  next  A.R.C. 
convention  was  chosen  for  the  November 
1969  meeting.  It  was  unanimously  voted 
I  that  Purdue  North  Central  take  that  re- 
I  spons i b i 1 i ty .  Kokomo  (l.U.)  was  put  in 
j  charge  of  all  inter-campus  communica- 
I  tions.

Federal  Grants 

Two  Purdue  North  Central  students 
have  been  awarded  grants  in  the  amount 
of  $125  each  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Law  Enforcement  Education  Program, 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice. 

Robert  F.  Dick,  615  S.  Calumet 
Street,  and  Robert  L.  Whittenbirrg, 
Daphne  Park,  both  of  Michigan  City  are 
the  recipients. 

In  addition  to  their  academic  work 
at  PNC  both  are  employees  of  the  Indi¬ 
ana  State  Prison,  Michigan  City.  Whit- 
tenburg  is  a  sergeant  and  Dick  a  cor¬ 
rectional  officer. 

The  grants  are  authorized  by  the 
Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe  Streets 
Act  of  1968  and  were  established  by  the 
Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administra¬ 
tion. 

The  purpose  of  the  grant  program, 
as  defined  by  the  U.S.  Congress,  is  to 
improve  and  strengthen  law  enforcement 
by  encouraging,  through  financial  as¬ 
sistance,  persons  pursuing  or  interest¬ 
ed  in  pursuing  law  enforcement  careers. 

Upon  learning  of  the  awards  to 
Dick  and  Whittenburg,  a  prison  spokes¬ 
man  remarked,  "The  institution  is,  of 
course,  happy  for  both  of  these  men, 
and  is  especially  proud  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  received  these  grants  as 
a  direct  result  of  their  own  initiative 
and  desire  for  self-improvement."
